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CHURCH  LEADERS  MEET  IN  WASHINGTON,  N.C. 

110  ASSEMBLE  OVERNIGHT 
TO  EXPRESS  CONCERNS 

Washington,  N.  C.  More  than  110  lay  and  clerical  leaders 
from  the  78  churches  in  the  Diocese  assembled  here  on  May  16 
and  17.  The  purpose  of  the  Conference  was  to  express  and 
share  mutual  concerns  about  the  state  of  the  Episcopal  Church 
today  and  its  relationship  to  society.  This  was  perhaps  the 
largest  assembly  of  Churchmen  that  has  ever  been  held  in  the 
Diocese,  outside  of  an  actual  Convention  (see  page  6  for  ad- 
vance registration).  The  Conference  was  preceded  by  a  meeting 
of  the  Executive  Council  of  the  Diocese  with  the  Department 
of  Finance.  Bishop  Wright  presided  over  the  proceedings  and 
assisted  the  Clergy  of  St.  Peter's,  Washington,  in  the  closing 
Eucharist  on  Friday.  The  Trial  Liturgy  authorized  by  General 
Convention  was  used.  The  Rt.  Rev.  George  M.  Murray,  D.D., 
Bishop  Coadjutor  of  the  Diocese  of  Alabama,  was  the  Con- 
ference Leader.  Bishop  Murray  received  a  loud  acclaim  at  the 
end  of  the  overnight  session. 

Bishop  Wright  opened  the  Conference  on  Thursday  evening 
and  introduced  Mr.  Walker  Taylor,  Chairman  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Communication  which  sponsored  the  Conference. 
Mr.  Taylor  stated  that  the  purpose  of  the  Conference  could 
be  summarized  in  three  words:  Leaders  -  Together  -  Con- 
cerns. Amplifying  that,  he  meant  the  leaders  of  the  Diocese 
were  assembled  together  to  express  frankly  the  concerns  they 
had  about  the  Church  and  its  increasingly  important  role 
today.  The  Conference  agreed  that  this  was  their  understand- 
ing also  and  things  got  under  way  rapidly.  The  goal  of  the 
Conference  was  described  as  seeking  a  more  perfect  union  for 
mission. 

Bishop  Murray  of  Birmingham  was  introduced  by  Bishop 
Wright.  Bishop  Murray  is  a  member  of  the  national  Executive 
Council  and  an  outspoken  leader  of  the  Fourth  Province  of  the 
Episcopal  Church.  He  had  flown  to  Washington  for  the  purpose 
of  guiding  the  leaders  of  the  Diocese  in  identifying  and  con- 
structively dealing  with  the  major  concerns  before  the  Church 
today.  In  a  revolutionary  time,  few  would  disagree  that  the 
mission  of  the  Church  and  its  relationship  to  society  must  be 
thought  anew. 

ROUGH  NOTES  OF  THE  CONFERENCE 
AS  THEY  WERE  TAKEN: 

THURSDAY  NIGHT 

Bishop  Murray  -  The  Church  is  trying  to  relate  to  rapidly 
changing  age  and  world.  When  we  try  new  things,  we  some- 
times fail  but  the  Church  has  to  try.  The  purpose  of  the 
Church  is  to  lead  men  into  that  kind  of  relationship  with 
God  through  Jesus  Christ  that  frees  them  to  be  able  to  love 
and  serve  God  and  man  in  His  name.  How  does  the  Episcopal 
Church  do  this?  It  elects  bishops  as  the  chief  pastors  to  lead 
the  way.  It  makes  the  diocese  the  basic  unit  of  the  Church 
(not  parishes  or  congregations  as  some  would  understand).  In 
1919  the  National  Council  of  the  Episcopal  Church  was  form- 
ed to  administer  a  central  fund  for  missionary  work  and  to 
divide  the  money  between  the  mission  fields.  Now  caUed  the 
Executive  Council,  it  finances  foreign  and  domestic  mission

work  and  other  fields  such  as  educational  and  social  work.  Its 
duty  is  to  carry  out  the  programs  decided  by  General  Con- 
vention. Of  the  45  people  on  the  Executive  Council,  24  are 
elected  by  the  Convention  and  the  others  by  the  Provinces  of 
the  Church.  Its  structure  is  flexible  and  being  reorganized  now 
to  make  it  more  effective. 

LEADERS  PRESENT  MAIN  CONCERNS  OF  GROUPS 

With  this  introductory  background,  the  Conference  was 
asked  to  identify  their  own  chief  concerns.

FRIDAY  MORNING 

Bishop  Murray  Discusses  Most  Frequent  Concerns 
As  Identified  By  Groups  The  Previous  Night 
Bishop  Murray  -  We  must  understand  that  the  Church  is  trying 
to  find  the  answers  in  a  changing  world.  Mistakes  will  be  made 
but  we  must  try  to  relate.  Ferment  as  to  programs  shows  we 
care  and  have  concern. 

1 .  Trial  Liturgy  -  Provision  made  for  trial  use  -  Questionnaire 
prepared  -  There  already  have  been  17  Prayer  Book  Studies. 
Trial  Liturgy  is  from  No.  17.  This  is  the  second  attempt  at 
this  aspect.  Nine  years  set  aside  for  revision  of  Prayer  Book. 
Then  it  will  have  to  have  approval  by  two  successive  Con- 
ventions. General  Convention  asked  for  adequate  and  fair 
use  throughout  Churches  during  this  period.  Use  it  long 
enough  to  feel  at  home  and  see  how  it  feels.  Demo- 
cratic process.  Whole  Church  being  asked  to  consider  it  and 
if  they  want  it.  Its  purpose  is  to  make  worship  more  rele- 
vant and  has  no  hidden  purpose. 

Service  of  thanksgiving  -  more  standing,  less  kneeling  -  praise 
and  joy  -  less  penitential,  some  parts  are  optional.  Receiving 
Communion  itself  gives  absolution,  Pages  4  +  5  -  Old  Testa- 
ment emphasized.  Clearer  language  -  means  same  thing. 

Lots  of  reaction  to  "Peace  be  with  You"  -  Some  people 
don't  participate  -  giggle.  Just  too  much  meaning  for  some  peo- 
ple -  people  not  used  to  expressing  themselves.  Actually  resto- 
ration of  ancient  traditional  greeting. 

Prayer  of  intercession  becomes  litany  -  possibly  too  long 
but  gives  more  involvement. 

Bishop  Murray  thinks  it  is  worth  a  trial  and  rejoices  that 
Church  is  having  opportunity  to  make  the  decision.  If  it  ac- 
complishes nothing  else,  it  has  caused  more  talk  and  study  of 
Holy  Communion  service  than  has  been  given  in  years. 

It  came  about  as  part  of  study  of  Standing  Liturgical  Com- 
mission and  the  General  Convention  took  it  up  and  asked  that 
it  be  tried. 

The  Prayer  Book  was  last  revised  in  1928  -  there  was  oppo- 
sition then  and  it  was  pushed  thru  from  top  without  people's 
consent.  In  1954  -  suggested  new  Liturgy  but  only  a  few  clergy 
tried  it.  Now  so  many  variations  have  developed  in  different 
parts  of  country,  the  new  or  trial  liturg>'  represents  perhaps  a 
unified  liturgy. 


2.  Communication  -  Trust  in  National  Church  Leadership 

Some  programs  being  adopted  by  national  Church  are  being 
questioned,  hence  also  leadership. 

Special  Program  -  Crisis  in  American  Life  -  Bishop  Murray 
first  was  opposed  and  considered  offering  alternative.  How- 
ever during  General  Convention,  was  satisfied  by  certain 
safeguards  imposed  by  convention. 

a.  Should  be  concerned  with  all  poverty  -  urban  and 
rural  -  all  races 

b.  Executive  Council  should  be  responsible  -  final  word 
on  all  grants.  Fourth  Province  has  more  members  on 
Executive  Council  than  any  other  -  9  out  of  45 

If  we  are  critical  of  Government  and  if  we  think  that  some- 
body other  than  Government  should  handle  these  problems  of 
poverty  and  that  Government  is  not  spending  money  wisely, 
maybe  we  should  put  up  or  shut  up.  Do  we  have  anything  to 
offer?  This  is  not  to  be  dole  but  effort  to  give  help  to  people 
who  are  helping  themselves.  Group  must  develop  leadership 
and  plan  and  make  proposal  whereby  they  feel  they  can  pull 
themselves  out  of  poverty.  $3,000,000  per  year  for  three  years 
or  $1.00  per  year  per  member  of  Episcopal  Church.  This  has 
led  others  to  invest  money  in  opportunities. 

Hobson  -  $8,000  money  did  not  come  from  Special  Pro- 
gram but  grant  alerted  Executive  Council  that  decisions  wUl 
be  spotlighted.  Presiding  Bishop  made  this  without  approval  of 
Bishop  of  Diocese  and  he  has  since  apologized  for  this  error. 
The  grant  was  made  to  keep  this  in  court  and  out  of  the  streets. 

People  who  did  not  want  safeguards  probably  felt  that  this 
would  slow  down  process  too  much.  Some  felt  that  Fourth 
Province  was  trying  to  block  program.  This  was  not  the  case. 
Executive  Council  meets  4  times  a  year  and  other  business  can 
be  carried  on  by  correspondence  and  this  would  not  slow  pro- 
cess unduly. 

We  have  not  brought  back  missionaries  because  of  this  Spe- 
cial Program.  Program  of  Overseas  Department  was  not  ex- 
panded however.  Domestic  missions  were  not  expanded  either. 
People  all  over  the  world  have  been  brought  the  Word  and  now 
national  churches  are  beginning  to  take  over  and  they  resent  be- 
ing American  Missions.  Many  overseas  feel  that  we  should  solve 
our  own  problems  "in  our  world  at  home". 

With  respect  to  the  structure  of  Executive  Council,  new  key 
appointments  include: 

Bishop  Bayne  is  Deputy  to  Presiding  Bishop. 
Bishop  Mosely  is  Deputy  for  Overseas  Relations. 
Walker  Taylor  is  responsible  for  the  Executive  Council's 
relationship  with  the  Dioceses  of  the  Church. 
Bishop  Murray  then  asked  the  conference  to  meet  in  small 
groups  again  to  consider  specific  questions  that  arose  out 
of  the  previous  night's  discussions.  Wayne  Dean  of  WrightsvUle 
Beach  and  Phillip  Haigh  of  Fayetteville  assisted  him  in  forming 
the  questions.  An  outline  of  the  groups'  thoughts  are  beneath 
the  question.

A  committee  consisting  of  David  Cameron,  Fayetteville, 
chairman;  Ralph  Hodges,  Washington;  and  Hubert  McDonald, 
Fayetteville,  were  appointed  to  study  means  of  carrying 
forward  the  dialogue  of  the  conference. 

The  committee  was  charged  with  determining  if  the  impetus 
started  in  Washington  should  be  carried  forward,  and  if  so, 
how?  An  emphatic  "yes"  was  given  to  the  first  question! 

The  committee  recommends  that  the  Department  of  Com- 
munication sponsor  a  series  of  five  area  meetings  to  be  held 
in  September  prior  to  the  Every  Member  Canvass. 

In  addition,  it  is  recommended  that  another  Diocesan 
meeting  be  held  in  May  of  1969.

BRIEF  NOTES  ON  MEETING  OF  EXECUTIVE  COUNCIL 
AND  FINANCE  DEPARTMENT 

Thurman  WUHams,  Fayetteville,  gave  the  financial  report. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Standing  Committee,  The  Rev.  C.  Ed- 
ward Sharp,  reported  that  consents  have  been  received  from  a 
majority  of  Bishops  and  Standing  Committees  of  the  Church 
for  the  Diocese  to  proceed  with  the  election  of  a  Bishop 
Coadjutor.  A  Special  Convention  to  elect  has  been  called  for 
June  21,  1968,  at  Christ  Church,  New  Bern. 

Bishop  Wright  reported  that  St.  Mary's  Church,  Kinston, 
has  offered  the  use  of  the  former  Rectory  in  Kinston  as  a 
house  for  the  Bishop  Coadjutor  and  also  they  have  offered 
office  space  in  their  Parish  House  for  his  office. 

As  to  the  place  where  the  Bishop  Coadjutor  will  live.  Bishop 
Wright  feels  that  this  should  be  decided  by  Executive  Council 
but  that  the  feeling  of  the  Coadjutor  should  be  considered 
before  a  final  decision  is  made. 

A  motion  was  made  and  approved  that  this  offer  from  St. 
Mary's,  Kinston,  be  received  and  that  it  be  referred  to  a  new 
committee  to  consider  the  location  of  the  new  Bishop.  Mr.  Jef- 
fress  stated  that  Kinston  would  like  to  know  as  soon  as  possible 
and  it  was  agreed  that  they  would  be  notified  shortly  after  the 
election  of  the  Bishop. 
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At  the  direction  of  the  Council,  the  Bishop  appointed  the 
Site  Committee  as  follows:

The  Rev.  WiUiam  Dols  said  there  was  some  expression  in 
Wilmington  that  Wilmington  should  be  disqualified  as  a  site. 
This  was  referred  to  the  Site  Committee.  Bishop  Wright 
suggested  that  consideration  be:  given  to  population  trends, 
statistics,  financial  strength,  geographical  location. 

Walker  Taylor  reported  for  Department  of  Communication. 
Bishop  Wright  commented  that  last  year's  Canvass  did  not  raise 
enou^  money,  only  approximately  $4,000  more  than  the  year 
before.  He  questioned  voluntary  stewardship.  Perhaps  we  should 
have  re-appraisal  of  voluntary  stewardship. 

Walker  gave  following  facts:  78  congregations 

1963  -  $160,000.00  -  last  year  quotas  were  assigned 
1 968  -  215 ,000.00  -  voluntary  pledges  from  the  congre- 
gations 

38  increases 
14  decreases  and 

36  the  same  as  before  (compared  with  1967) 
He  predicted  the  1969  budget  would  be  about  the  same  un- 
less some  new  factor  is  put  in  the  picture.  We  can  expect  about 
the  same  or  approximately  $220,000.00. 

Walker  suggested  that  perhaps  getting  some  professional  ad- 
vice in  this  area  might  be  advisable.  Feels  that  parishes  definite- 
ly not  working  toward  50-50  giving. 

Mr.  Thurman  Williams  said  he  thought  disagreement  with 
the  National  Church  was  one  of  the  things  that  was  causing 
problem.  The  presence  and  personality  and  leadership  of  Bish- 
op Wright  offsets  this  and  keeps  us  even.  Walker  hopes  some 
consideration  to  new  plans  and  ideas  could  be  considered  by 
August.  Bishop  wants  some  ideas  as  to  how  to  make  Churches 
realize  they  are  spending  most  of  increase  on  themselves  at  lo- 
cal level. 

Mr.  James  Ward  asked  if  we  should  consider  the  disease 
or  the  cause.  Mr.  L.  G.  Sprunt  asked  for  more  facts  for 
canvassers  —  possibly  a  brochure  as  two  years  ago.  Holt  says 
we  need  a  dynamic  program  to  present. 

Mr.  Walker  Taylor  discussed  purpose  and  composition  of 
Conference  tonight.

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ELEBASH  ELECTED 


SPECIAL  CONVENTION  ELECTS  WILMINGTON 
CLERGYMAN  TO  HIGH  POST 

New  Bern,  N.  C,  June  21.  The  Rev.  Hunley  A.  Elebash,  executive 
secretary  of  the  Diocese  of  East  Carolina,  was  chosen  bishop  coadjutor 
on  the  fourth  ballot  of  an  election  marked  by  the  highest  type  of 
spiritual  devotion.  At  the  very  beginning  the  delegates  resolved  to  make 
no  speeches,  but  to  ask  God's  guidance  and  proceed  to  the  election. 
This  was  carried  out  with  the  highest  degree  of  courtesy  and 
brotherhood. 

He  was  a  fellow  of  the  College  of  Preachers  in  Washington,  D.C.,  in 
1958  and  served  as  a  delegate  to  the  Synod  in  1956  and  1962. 

It  is  expected  that  he  wiU  be  consecrated  sometime  this  Fall.  A 
committee  appointed  by  the  Bishop  will  determine  where  he  will  live 
and  have  his  office. 

THE  MAKING  OF  A  BISHOP 

We  arrive  at  the  church  amidst  subdued  excitement.  The  registration 
room  is  efficiently  staffed,  and  each  delegate  secures  his  packet  which 
contains  his  badge  and  his  meal  tickets.  In  a  few  minutes  the 
Communion  service  wiU  begin,  and  we  are  conscious  of  the  historic 
meaning  of  what  we  are  about  to  do.  By  the  guidance  of  the  Holy  Spirit 
we  are  to  "make  a  bishop"  -  to  select  one  who  shall  carry  on  the  work 
of  the  Church,  that  the  comfortable  gospel  of  Christ  may  be  truly 
preached,  truly  received  and  truly  followed. 

The  solemnity  of  the  occasion  further  impresses  itself  upon  us  as  we 
assemble  in  the  church.  The  Bishop  is  very  serious  as  he  reminds  us  that 
God  alone  knows  whether  we  come  to  listen  to  His  Voice  and  seek  his 
guidance.  "We  ask",  he  says,  "that  the  thoughts  of  our  hearts  may  be 
purified  of  all  self-seeking.  We  are  answerable  for  the  use  of  our  ballot 
to  Him  from  whom  no  secrets  are  hid." 

After  the  service  the  Bishop  takes  his  seat  and  calls  us  to  order.  The 
notice  calling  the  convention  is  read  and  the  secretary  announces  that  a 
quorum  is  present  in  both  lay  and  clerical  orders.  The  Bishop  appoints 
Wallace  Murchison  of  Wilmington  as  parliamentarian,  in  the  absence  of 
Chancellor  John  Graham,  who  is  ill.  Mr.  W.B.  Pugh,  III,  of  New  Bern,  is 
appointed  sergeant-at-arms. 

The  Bishop  gives  his  consent  to  the  election,  as  required  by  the 
canon  law,  and  states  the  duties  of  the  bishop  coadjutor  when  he  shall 
be  elected.  He  is  to  share  equally  with  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  in 
visitations,  confirmations,  ordinations,  institutions  and  dedications.  He 
is  to  have  charge  of  the  policy  making  and  administration  of  the 
missions,  of  the  selection  of  candidates  for  the  ministry  and  their 
training,  to  have  charge  of  the  youth  work  of  the  diocese  and  a  vital 
part  in  the  selection  of  all  new  clergy.  He  is  to  be  in  charge  of  the 
promotional  and  institutional  work  of  the  diocese  and  of  relationships 
with  the  institutions. 

The  ballot  box  for  the  clergy  is  now  placed  on  the  altar,  and  the 
secretary  calls  the  role  of  the  clergy.  As  each  name  is  called  the 
clergyman  goes  to  the  altar  and  places  his  ballot  in  the  box.  In  like 
manner,  the  box  for  the  lay  vote  is  placed  on  the  altar,  and  as  the  name 
of  the  parish  is  called,  the  chairman  of  that  delegation  goes  to  the  altar 
and  places  the  vote  of  the  parish  in  the  box.  We  relax  a  Uttie,  talking  in 
low  tones  among  ourselves.  We  sing  a  hymn.  WiU  the  teUers  never  get 
through  counting? 

The  Bishop  caUs  us  to  order  and  announces  the  results  of  the  first 
baUot.  Elebash  leads  with  11  clerical  and  12  lay  votes.  He  is  closely 
foUowed  by  Raby  Edwards  with  8  clerical  and  3%  lay  votes.  Number 
four  is  Roscoe  Hauser  with  4  clerical  and  2'^  lay  votes.  We  say  to 
ourselves,  "The  Holy  Spirit  is  guiding  us  -  aU  of  these  are  good  men." 

The  second  baUot  proceeds  more  rapidly.  Elebash  picks  up  seven 
votes  for  the  lead  position  in  the  clerical  order  and  four  and  one-quarter 
votes  to  lead  in  the  lay  order.  Edwards  loses  one  in  the  clerical  order 
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but  picks  up  two  and  a  half  votes  in  the  lay  order.  Hauser  picks  up 
three  votes  for  third  place  and  Kirton  is  placed  fourth. 

Kirton  now  addresses  the  chair  and  in  a  gracious  and  weU-received 
speech  withdraws  from  the  race.  He  thanked  the  church  that  proposed 
him  and  the  people  that  supported  him.  "Only  in  the  Diocese  of  East 
Carolina  could  this  have  happened",  he  said. 

Sharp  also  asks  to  withdraw. 

The  third  baUot  also  fails  of  an  election,  although  Elebash  comes 
within  three  clergy  baUots  of  the  necessary  number  and  receives  a 
majority  in  the  lay  order.  A  fourth  baUot  wiU  be  required. 

The  voting  proceeds.  The  teUers  convey  the  baUot  boxes  to  the 
counting  rooms.  The  delegates  relax,  awaiting  the  verdict.  Here  it 
comes!  The  Bishop  is  ready  to  announce  the  results  of  the  fourth 
baUot. 

"Necessary  for  election,  twenty-nine  clerical  and  nineteen  and 
three-quarters  lay  votes.  Elebash,  31  and  23;  Edwards,  12  and  llVi; 
Brethren  and  sisters,  we  have  an  election!" 

Mr.  Edwards  now  moves  to  make  the  voce  unanimous  for  Mr. 
Elebash,  and  this  is  done.  The  Bishop  caUs  us  to  prayer  for  God's 
servant,  Hunley,  our  bishop-elect.  The  delegates  aU  sign  the  affidavits 
provided  which  wiU  be  forwarded  to  the  Presiding  Bishop.  Mr.  Elebash 
is  so  strongly  moved  that  he  can  scarcely  speak,  but  responds  with  a 
smile  to  those  who  come  to  congratulate  him.  We  are  aU  in  the  grip  of 
strong  emotions  as  we  reflect  upon  the  historic  importance  of  what  we 
have  done.

JUNE  21,  1968. 

At  this  time  it  is  my  duty  to  state  two  things 
to  this  Convention,  under  Canon  38,  Section  2, 
sub-section  (a)  of  the  General  Church  Canons. 

First,  my  consent  to  the  election  of  a  Bishop 
Coadjutor  before  this  election  can  take  place.  This 
consent  is  as  follows: 

I,  Thomas  Henry  Wright,  Bishop  of 
the  Diocese  of  East  Carolina,  hereby 
give  to  this  Special  Convention 
meeting  on  June  21,  1968,  in  Christ 
Church,  New  Bern,  North  Carolina, 
my  consent  to  the  election  of  a 
Bishop  Coadjutor. 

Second:  Again  under  Canon  38,  Section  2, 
sub-section  (a),  the  responsibilities  and  duties 
assigned  to  the  Bishop  Coadjutor  must  be  stated  at 
this  time.  It  is,  therefore,  my  request  that  the 
Bishop  Coadjutor  have  equal  share  with  the  Bishop 
of  the  Diocese  in  Visitations,  Confirmations, 
Ordinations,  Institutions,  and  Dedications— That  he 
have  charge  of  the  policy  making  and 
administration  of  the  Missions  of  the 
Diocese— That  he  have  charge  of  the  selection  of 
Candidates  for  the  Ministry  and  of  their 
training— that  he  have  Episcopal  responsibility  for 
the  Youth  Work  of  the  Diocese— That  he  have  a 
vital  part  in  the  selection  of  all  new  Clergy  who 
come  into  the  Diocese  or  who  move  from  one 
place  to  the  other  in  the  Diocese— That  he  be  in 
charge  of  the  promotional  and  stewardship  work  of 
the  Diocese— That  he  have  charge  of  relationships 
with  the  institutions  owned  in  part  by  the  Diocese, 
and  with  Provincial  and  General  Church 
relationships. 

Again,  I  feel  it  is  wise  at  this  time  to  repeat  to 
this  Convention  my  statement  made  at  the  last 
regular  Convention  concerning  the  place  that  the 
Coadjutor  should  live,  and  I  quote  from  my  last 
Convention  Address: 

I  think  that  the  matter  should  be 
left  entirely  in  your  hands  —  the 
hands  of  the  Diocese  —  to  deter- 
mine. My  advice  would  be  that  this 
be  given  serious  and  mature  study 
by  your  elected  representatives; 
namely,  the  Executive  Council  of 
the  Diocese;  and  that  they  be  re- 
quested to  begin  such  a  study  if 
the  decision  to  have  a  Bishop  Co- 
adjutor is  made. 

Since  the  meeting  of  the  above  Convention, 
the  Executive  Council  has  met  and  the  committee 
has  been  set  up  to  make  such  a  completely 


impartial  study.  This  committee  consists  of  Mr. 
Thurman  Williams,  of  Fayetteville,  as  Chairman; 
Mrs.  D.  C.  Wade,  of  Greenville;  Mr.  Melvin 
Whitfield,  of  Lenoir  County;  the  Rev.  D.  Raby 
Edwards,  of  Goldsboro;  the  Rev.  Robert  Holt,  of 
Plymouth;  Mr.  Allan  Strange,  of  Wilmington;  Mrs. 
Irwin  Hulbert,  of  Washington;  Mr.  W.  G.  Gaither, 
Jr.,  of  Elizabeth  City;  Mr.  William  Page,  of 
Kinston,  and  the  Rev.  C.  Edward  Sharp,  of  New 
Bern. 

Another  meeting  of  the  Executive  Council 
will  be  held  in  July,  at  which  time  the  report  of 
this  committee  will  be  received.

AND  RULES  OF  ORDER 
1968 
ARTICLE  XIII 
Rules  of  Voting  for  Election  of  a  Bishop, 
Bishop  Coadjutor,  or  Bishop  Suffragan 

In  the  election  of  a  Bishop,  or  a  Bishop 
Coadjutor,  or  a  Bishop  Suffragan,  the  Convention 
shall  vote  by  ballot  and  by  Orders  and  Parishes 
with  full  parish  status  and  aided  parishes  and 
missions,  and  the  concurrence  of  a  majority  of  all 
the  Clergy  entitled  to  seats  in  the  Convention  and  a 
majority  of  the  lay  delegates  voting  by  parishes, 
aided  parishes  and  missions  shall  be  necessary  to  an 
election.  The  delegation  from  each  parish  with  full 
parish  status  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote,  the 
delegation  from  each  aided  parish  shall  be  entitled 
to  one-half  vote,  and  the  delegation  from  each 
mission  shall  be  entitled  to  one-quarter  vote. 

All  Clergymen  who  have  been  retired  on 
account  of  age  or  disabihty  and  all  non  parochial 
clergy  are  entitled  to  a  seat  and  a  vote  in  the 
Diocesan  Convention,  but  their  absence  at  any 
Convention  shall  not  be  counted  in  determining  a 
constitutional  majority.

If  a  man  desire  the  office 
of  a  bishop,  he  desireth  a  good  work.  A  bishop 
then  must  be  blameless,  the  husband  of  one  wife, 
vigilant,  sober,  of  good  behaviour,  given  to 
hospitality,  apt  to  teach;  not  given  to  wine,  no 
striker,  not  greedy  of  filthy  lucre;  but  patient,  not 
a  brawler,  not  covetous;  one  that  ruleth  well  his 
own  house,  having  his  children  in  subjection  with 
all  gravity;  (for  if  a  man  know  not  how  to  rule  his 
own  house,  how  shall  he  take  care  of  the  church  of 
God?)  not  a  novice,  lest  being  lifted  up  with  pride 
he  fall  into  the  condemnation  of  the  devil. 
Moreover  he  must  have  a  good  report  of  them 
which  are  without;  lest  he  fall  into  reproach  and 
the  snare  of  the  devil.

The  Unit  for  Services  to  Dioceses 
is  one  of  four  program  units  now 
replacing  the  core  of  the  old 
departmental  structure  as  a  result 
of  the  recent  reorganization  of  the 
Executive  Council  staff.  The  other 
three  units  are  Professional 
Leadership  Development, 
Experimental  and  Specialized 
Services  and  the  General 
Convention  Special  Program. 

An  active  layman  in  the  Diocese 
of  East  North  Carolina,  Mr.  Taylor 
served  as  executive  officer  of  the 
Mutual  Responsibihty  Commission. 
He  returned  to  his  business  on  Nov. 
1,  1967  at  the  expiration  of  his 
term,  and  has  since  been  serving  as 
an  elected  member  of  the  Executive 
Council  and  as  secretary  of  the 
Mutual  Responsibility  Commission.

Rev.  Roger  Blanchard, 
Bishop  of  Southern  Ohio.  The 
consecrator  will  be  the  Presiding 
Bishop,  the  Rt.  Rev.  John  Hines, 
assisted  by  the  Rt.  Rev.  Thomas  H. 
Wright,  Bishop  of  East  Carolina, 
and  the  Rt.  Rev.  Hamilton  West, 
Bishop  of  Florida.  The  Epistoler 
will  be  the  Rt.  Rev.  Thomas  A. 
Eraser,  Jr.,  Bishop  of  North 
Carolina.  The  Gospeler  will  be  the  1 
Rt.  Rev.  M.  George  Henry,  Bishop 
of  Western  North  Carolina. 

The  Bishop-elect  will  be 
presented  by  the  Rt.  Rev.  David  S. 
Rose,  Bishop  Coadjutor  of 
Southern  Virginia,  and  the  Rt.  Rev. 
Milton  Wood,  Suffragan  Bishop  of 
Atlanta. 

Music  will  be  under  the  direction 
of  Josef  Privette  and  Mrs.  William 
Byars,  with  the  combined  choirs  of 
St.  James'  Church  and  St.  John's 
Church,  Wilmington.  The  attending 
presbyters  will  be  the  Rev  Webster 
L.  Simons  and  the  Rev.  D.  Raby 
Edwards. 
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Bishop  Weight  Heads  Synod 


SEWANEE,  Tenn. -The  Rt. 
Rev.  Thomas  H.  Wright,  D.  D., 
Wilmington,  N.  C,  Bishop  of  the 
East  Carolina  Diocese  of  the 
Episcopal  Church,  was  elected 
president  of  the  church's  Province 
of  the  South  at  a  meeting  of  the 
Synod  here. 

The  principal  responsibility  of 
the  President  of  the  Province  is  to 
lead  in  coordinating  the  programs 
of  the  Southern  dioceses  and  to 
interpret  the  feeling  of  the  region 
to  the  national  church.  The  Bishops 
within  this  jurisdiction  meet  four 
times  annually  in  Atlanta  for 
general  discussion  of  problems  and 
proposals  before  the  church. 
Episcopalians  consider  the 
presidency  a  high  honor  within  the 
church. 

The  theme  of  the  Synod  was 
"The  Creative  Power  of  the  Church 
in  the  Midst  of  Conflict."  Bishops 


of  the  Fourth  Province  (Sewanee) 
were  in  attendance,  along  with  nine 
other  representatives  of  each  of  the 
fifteen  dioceses.  This  represented  a 
departure  from  the  former  pattern, 
which  entailed  a  larger  attendance 
and  featured  speakers  for  public 
lectures. 

A  change  in  the  ordinances 
involving  representation  was 
proposed,  providing  that  each 
diocese  be  represented  by  its  bishop 
or  bishops,  two  clerical  and  two  lay 
deputies  to  General  Convention, 
two  delegates  to  the  Episcopal 
Churchwomen's  Triennial,  and  one 
priest,  one  layman  and  one  woman 
"at  large." 

Discussion  groups  to  consider 
various  interests  were  a  feature  of 
the  Synod.  T.  Fitzhugh  Wilson  led  a 
group  concerned  with  jobs,  the 
housing  situation  was  chaired  by 
the  Very  Rev.  Robert  W.  Estill  and 


the  poverty  program  by  Bishop 
John  M.  Allin.  Conflicts  within  the 
church  were  discussed  by  the  Rev. 
Robert  Insko,  Bishop  C.  Gresham 
Marmion  and  the  Rev.  Thomas  J.  C. 
Smyth. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  William  G.  Pollard 
described  the  program  at  Oak  Ridge 
Institute  in  training  the  unskilled, 
in  which  persons  otherwise 
unemployable  were  trained  for  jobs 
in  industry.  The  program  is  a  joint 
activity  of  the  Oak  Ridge 
Associated  Universities  in 
cooperation  with  the  University  of 
Tennessee  and  the  Union  Carbide 
Corp.  "An  analysis  of  the  first  118 
graduates,"  said  Dr.  Pollard, 
"indicated  an  annual  increase  of 
$2,300  over  demonstrated  earning 
capability  before  training,  and  an 
increase  of  $3,600  over  actual 
wages  before  training."

Presiding  Bishop 
Calls  to  Prayer 

NEW  YORK,  N.  Y.  -  Three  and 
one-half  million  American 
Episcopalians  have  been  summoned 
in  a  "Call  to  Prayer"  issued  by  the 
Presiding  Bishop  as  a  means  of 
providing  spiritual  strength  for  the 
Church's  involvement  in  the  human 
and  social  concerns  of  the  nation 
and  the  world. 

The  appeal  for  the  call  was  made 
by  the  Rt.  Rev.  Francisco 
Reus-Froylan,  chairman  of  the 
Mutual  Responsibility  Commission 
of  the  Episcopal  Church.  In  seeking 
it  the  Puerto  Rican  bishop,  who  is 
also  president  of  the  Episcopal 
Province  of  the  Caribbean,  cited  the 
activity  of  the  Church  in  the 
ecumenical  movement,  its  concern 
for  suffering  in  the  slums,  its 
seeking  for  peace  in  the  world  and 
its  willingness  to  tackle  the 
problems  of  hunger,  poverty  and 
human  misery. 

But  he  said:  "Without  God's  help 
and  guidance  all  these  things  will  be 
too  much  for  us." 

"Because  of  our  all-too-human 
limitations,"  he  said,  "our  courage 
and  faith  tend  to  quail  before  these 
enormous  and  difficult  assignments, 
which  must  be  taken  on  and  shared 
in  by  the  whole  Church.  Yet  no  one 
of  us  can  evade  the  realities  or  'cop 
out'  as  if  these  conditions  did  not 
exist.  But  in  order  to  implement  all 
this,  there  must  be  an  undergirding 
Hfe  of  prayer." 

"Praying  provides  the  base, 
motive  and  resource  for  recovery 
and  renewal,  using  scripture  and 
sacrament  as  frames  of  reference, 
reviewing  what  we  have  done,  or 
have  not  done,  and  what  we  know 
we  must  do,  in  relation  to  them  and 
to  the  demands  of  everyday  living. 
Prayer  comes  first,  before  the 
reforming  action  begins;  but  the 
action  follows  hard  on  the  praying 
or  else  the  praying  is  but  the 
mouthing  of  words."

SEWANEE,  Tenn.  -  At  age  111 
the  University  of  the  South  has 
decided  to  take  in  women. 

The  Board  of  Trustees,  in  annual 
session  yesterday  (Monday),  the 
day  after  the  University's  100th 
Commencement,  passed  without  a 
negative  vote  a  resolution  of  the 
Chancellor's  special  committee  on 
admissions  and  enrollment  to  admit 
qualified  women  students  in  the  fall 
of  1969. 

The  Vice-Chancellor  of  the 
University,  Dr.  Edward  McCrady, 
commented,  "If  the  trustees  can 
raise  the  money  to  make  it  possible 
it  will  be  a  great  thing.  That  is  all 
that  is  involved." 

The  Chancellor,  the  Rt.  Rev. 
Girault  M.  Jones,  Bishop  of 
Louisiana,  who  is  ex  officio 
chairman  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,

expressed  confidence.  "I  think  this 
enlargement  of  the  University's 
service  to  the  Church  gives 
opportunity  for  tremendous 
advancement  for  the  University.

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Tenth  Lambeth  Conference 
Held  In  England 


The  historic  Lambeth 
Conference  held  its  tenth  session  in 
England  this  summer  with  the 
Archbishop  of  Canterbury  as  host 
Bishop  to  500  fellow  Bishops  of  the 
AngUcan  Communion. 

The  largest  group  of  Bishops  at 
the  Conference  were  from  the 
Episcopal  Church  in  the  United 
States  which  has  some  150  Bishops 
in  active  service. 

"The  Renewal  of  the  Church  in 
Faith,  Ministry  and  Unity"  was  set 
as  the  theme  by  the  Archbishop  of 
Canterbury.  "It  is  my  hope,"  he 
stated,  "that  when  the  Conference 
speaks  of  Faith  it  will  be  fearless, 
when  it  speaks  of  Ministry  it  will  be 
bold  and  when  it  speaks  of  Unity  it 
will  be  imaginative." 

The  Most  Rev.  Howard  Clark, 
Archbishop  of  Rupert's  Land  and 
Primate  of  the  Anglican  Church  in 
Canada,  is  one  of  the  three 
chairmen.  Archbishop  Clark,  who 
will  be  remembered  for  his  speech 
to  the  1 24th  Annual  Convention  of 
the  Diocese  of  Florida,  chaired  the 
section  on  "Renewal  of  the  Church 
in  Faith." 

The  first  Lambeth  Conference,  in 
1867,  had  only  76  Anglican 
Bishops  in  attendance.  The  growing 
strength  of  the  Anglican 
Communion  is  reflected  in  the 
increasingly  greater  attendance  at 
succeeding  Lambeth  Conferences:

Mr,  Elebash  will 
select  his  own  residence  out  of  the 
housing  allowance  in  his  stipend.

Melanesian  Seminary  Described 


St.  Peter's  Theological  College 
Scota,  Gela,  British  Solomon 
Islands 

Dear  Sir, 

I  have  been  chosen  to  write  to  you 
about  the  College,  the  life,  and  the 
station  on  the  behalf  of  the  College.  Our 
life  in  the  College  is  quite  simple  as 
Melanesians.  We  work  each  day  three 
hours  every  other  afternoon  to  gain  our. 
living  as  an  ordinary  Melanesian  ought  to 
do  by  planting  our  Melanesian  crops  such 
as  yams,  pana,  kasava  sweet  potatoes  and 
cabbages.  When  we  want  fresh  meat  we 
have  to  go  out  on  the  reefs  to  catch  fish 
on  the  weekends. 

We  have  only  two  male  staff  members 
who  run  the  College  at  present,  and  we 
hope  we  shall  have  more  than  two  next 
year.  We  have  each  day  from  Monday  to 
Friday,  five  periods  of  lectures.  The  sixth 
is  the  prep,  at  night  from  7:30  to  9  P.M. 
Our  time-table  of  lectures  has  nearly 


covered  everything  that  a  clergyman 
needs  to  know  and  understand  before  he 
is  ordained. 

At  present  we  have  seventeen  students 
of  which  seven  of  us  are  married  men, 
living  with  our  families  in  the  College. 
Our  wives  learn  from  Mrs.  Connor,  a  wife 
of  one  of  the  staff  members,  how  to  cook 
and  how  to  sew  clothes  such  as  mens 
clothes  and  childrens,  but  more  specially, 
they  are  trained  how  to  cut  and  sew 
church  vestments.  Our  station  is  on  the 
island  of  Gela. 

District  Works:  Every  weekend  we  do 
practical  works  in  our  neighborhood 
villages  nearby.  Three  students  for  each 
village:  one  to  preach,  one  to  take  the 
Sunday  School  and  the  other  to  take  the 
Confirmation  Class. 

We  also  go  out  once  a  year  to  other 
islands  for  two  or  three  weeks  for 
pastoral  work.  This  year  we  are  preparing 
to  go  out  to  the  Santa  Cruz  group. 


NURSES  NEEDED 
AT  SEWANEE 

As  we  go  to  press  the  following 
was  received  from  Joseph  H. 
Powell,  administrator  of  the 
Emerald-Hodgson  Hospital  at  the 
University  of  the  South,  Sewanee, 
Tennessee:

You  may  be  aware  of  the  acute 
shortage  of  registered  nurses  in 
practically  every  U.S.  locality. 
Sewanee  is  no  exception.  We  have 
been  operating  this  hospital,  on 
which  the  university  community  is 
dependent  and  which  also  serves 
the  surrounding  area,  with  only 
four  RN's  for  almost  a  year. 

Mr.  Marcus  L.  Oliver,  the 
University's  director  of 
development,  and  I  believe  that 
with  your  public  contacts  you  may 
know  somewhere  an  RN  who 
would  enjoy  living  and  working  in 
Sewanee.  You  may  be  able  to  give 
an  RN  a  first-hand  account  of 
Sewanee.  If  you  are  not  familiar 
with  our  community  we  can 
provide  ample  literature  on  request. 
The  enclosed  flyer  gives  some 
details,  and  we  will  be  happy  to 
send  you  more  to  place  in  the 
hands  of  interested  persons. 

Surely  in  our  owning  dioceses,  to 
whose  1,800  clergymen  this  appeal 
is  being  sent,  there  are  some  few 
RN's  who  might  be  interested  in 
moving  into  an  exciting  and 
thoroughly  satisfying  way  of  life. 
We  would  be  most  grateful  if  you 
would  keep  an  eye  open  for  us, 
letting  me  know  of  any  leads,  and  I 
shall  take  it  from  there,

The  Rev.  Hunley  Agee  Elebash 
was  consecrated  Bishop  Coadjutor 
of  the  Diocese  October  2nd  in 
impressive  ceremonies  held  in  St. 
James'  Church,  Wilmington. 

Consecrators  were  the  Presiding 
Bishop,  Bishop  Wright  of  East 
Carolina  and  Bishop  West  of 
Florida.  Bishop  Blanchard  of 
Southern  Ohio  preached  the 
sermon.  Bishop  Eraser  of  North 
Carolina  read  the  Epistle  and 
Bishop  Henry  of  North  Carolina 
read  the  Gospel.  The  bishop-elect 
was  presented  by  Bishop  Rose  of 
Southern  Virginia  and  Bishop  Wood 
of  Atlanta. 

The  testimonials  were  read  by 
the  Rev.  Edward  Sharp  of  New 
Bern,  the  Rev.  Roscoe  Hauser  of 
Eayetteville  and  the  Rev.  L.  B. 
Davis  of  Pensacola.  The  Litany  was 
read  by  the  Rev.  Robert  Caxton 
Doggett,  pastor  of  Hyde  Park 
Methodist  Church  of  Tampa, 
Florida.  Attending  Presbyters  were 
the  Rev.  Raby  Edwards  of 
Goldsboro  and  the  Rev.  Webster 
Simons  of  Wilmington. 

The  colorful  procession  formed 
at  the  First  Presbyterian  Church 
and  moved  down  Third  Street  in 
seven  sections,  each  led  by  a 
crucifer  and  torch  bearers.

The  Rt.  Rev.  Roger  W. 
Blanchard,  Bishop  of  Southern 
Ohio,  preached  the  consecration 
sermon,  admonishing  the  new 
Bishop  Coadjutor  to  conserve  the 
values  of  the  ancient  undivided 
church,  and  to  make  the  Gospel 
relevant  to  the  needs  of  today. 

Prior  to  his  consecration  in 
1958,  Bishop  Blanchard  served  as 
dean  of  the  cathedral  in 
Jacksonville,  Florida,  and  during 
most  of  his  previous  ministry  with 
parishes  associated  with  colleges 
and  universities  in  Massachusetts 
and  Missouri.

France.  Active  in  civic  and 
educational  as  well  as  church 
organizations,  he  was  recently 
elected  to  the  Church's  National 
Executive  Council.  He  currently 
serves  as  president  of  Cincinnati's 
C  i  t  y  -  W  i  d  e  Community 
Commitment  Agency. 

A  graduate  of  Boston  University 
and  the  Episcopal  Theological 
School,  Cambridge,  Mass.,  he  holds 
two    honorary    doctor's  degrees.

LONG  PROCESS  TO 
MAKE  A  BISHOP 

Many  steps  were  required  before 
the  bishop-elect  could  be  presented 
to  the  Presiding  Bishop  for 
examination  and  consecration.  The 
first  of  these  was  the  creation  in 
this  diocese  of  the  office  of  bishop 
coadjutor.  This  office  is  an  assistant 
to  the  diocesan  bishop  and  will 
succeed  him  upon  his  retirement. 
This  was  done  at  a  convention  held 
in  Wilmington  in  February. 

The  next  step  was  the  approval 
of  a  majority  of  the  bishops  and  of 
the  standing  committees  of  priests 
and  laymen  of  all  dioceses  in  the 
United  States.  Thereafter  a  special 
convention,  held  at  New  Bern  June 
21,  elected  the  Rev.  Mr.  Elebash  on 
the  fourth  ballot  and  subsequently 
made  unanimous  with  all  delegates 
signing  the  required  testimonials. 

Evidence  of  Mr.  Elebash's 
ordination  as  priest  and  election  as 
bishop  and  reports  on  his  physical 
and  mental  health  by  a  physician 
and  psychiatrist  were  sent  to  every 
diocese  and  the  consents  of  a 
majority  of  them  were  obtained. 
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Bishop  Mines 
Celebrated 

The  Rt.  Rev.  John  E.  Hines, 
Presiding  Bishop  and  the  youngesi 
man  ever  named  to  leadership  ol 
the  nation's  SVa  million 
Episcopalians,  officiated  at  the 
consecration  service  and  celebrated 
the  Holy  Communion  in  St.  James 
Church.  ! 

Like  his  predecessor,  the  Rt. 
Rev.  Arthur  Lichtenberger,  Bishop 
Hines  is  dedicated  to  involving  the 
Church  in  the  central  issues  of 
today.  "It  is  the  obligation  of  the 
Church  to  speak  clearly  and  frankly 
about  Christian  responsibility 
towards  social  and  political  issues", 
he  commented  recently. 

A  native  South  Carolinian, 
Bishop  Hines  was  one  of  nine 
children  whose  physician  father,  a 
Presbyterian,  supervised  the 
religious  education  of  four  of  them. 
His  mother,  an  Episcopalian, 
instructed  five  of  them,  including 
the  now  Presiding  Bishop,  in  her 
own  church. 

Following  graduation  from  the 
University  of  the  South,  Sewanee, 
Tennessee,  and  Virginia  Theological 
Seminary,  he  began  his  ministry  in 
St.  Louis  in  1930;  subsequently  he 
served  parishes  in  Missouri,  Georgia 
and  Texas.  Elected  Bishop 
Coadjutor  of  Texas  in  1945,  he 
became  the  diocesan  ten  years  later.

PRESS  INTERVIEWS  BISHOP  ELECT

As  a  possible  preview  to  his 
future  as  a  chosen  Church  leader  in 
a  changing  world,  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Elebash  was  asked  to  evaluate 
predominant  influences  on  his  life. 
"We  are  all  products  of  our  parents' 
making  and  moulding,"  he  replied 
thoughtfully.  I  believe  I  learned 
from  my  father  of  the  necessity  and 
joy  of  work  and  service. 

"I  went  into  college  in  1941 ;  and 
like  almost  every  young  man,  I 
thought  to  leave  school  and  join  the 
military  service.  I  did,  and  it 
occurred  to  me  not  to  go  back  to 
college.  I  recall  my  father  saying  he 
wanted  me  to  go  back;  but  he 
pointed  out  that  every  man  in  his 
job  must  be  continually  releaming 
the  old  and  learning  the 
new  .  .  .  that  education  is  a 
continuous  process;  and  if  a  man 
did  not  know  this,  he  would 
become  static  and  stale.  My  mother 
somehow  conveyed  to  all  four  of 
her  children  that  each  was  capable 
of  a  constructive  life." 


Another  influence  he  cited  was 
athletics.  Involved  when  rather 
young,  sports  taught  him 
"acceptance  of  defeats  and 
disappointments  while  learning  the 
value  and  strength  of  team  work.  In 
a  living  world  beset  by  problems 
and  conflicts,  there  is  an  evident 
lack  of  team  work,"  he  said. 

"Sports  taught  me  the  necessity 
of  preparation  and  training; 
through  sports  I  learned  that  most 
enterprises  of  any  nature  require 
behind-the-scenes  preparation.  I  see 
this  as  a  necessity  in  Church 
life  .  .  .  and  community  Hfe!  I  have 
played  tennis  for  more  than  30 
years.  The  fair-play  and  need  to 
abide  by  rules  affected  my  hfe;  I 
think  sports  are  a  valuable  part  of 
training  for  citizenship." 

Four  years  with  the  U.S.  Marine 
Corps  taught  him  much,  Elebash 
believes,  including  "taking  the 
bitter  with  the  sweet,  the  necessity 
for  teamwork  in  any  significant 
undertaking  by  a  great  corporate 


enterprise  including  the  Marine 
Corps." 

"I  was  only  an  average  Marine; 
all  young  men  normally  rebel  at  the 
discipline  of  military  service  at 
times;  but  it  was  of  great  value.  The 
esprit  de  corps  provides  satisfaction 
when  a  job  is  undertaken  and 
completed  .  .  .  when  a  group  does 
this,  it  binds  them  together." 

Finally,  he  noted  the  study  of 
mathematics  as  "making  its  mark 
on  my  life.  I  majored  in 
mathematics  in  college;  in  the 
Marine  Corps  I  was  an  artillery 
officer;  and  after  the  war,  I  had 
graduate  study  at  the  University  of 
Wisconsin  in  mathematics. 
Mathematics  instills  a  certain  order 
and  regularity  in  life  ...  I  learned 
to  see  things  as  they  actually  exist 
and  to  'tell  it  like  it  really  is'  from 
the  standpoint  of  exactness  and 
reaUty.

The  plight  of  thousands  of  people, 
mostly  women  and  children,  who  are 
literally  starving  to  death  in  civil-war  torn 
Biafra  produced  prompt  action  in  the 
Lambeth  Conference  of  the  Anglican 
Bishops  all  over  the  world.  Quotas  for  the 
relief  of  these  hapless  people  were 
assigned  to  every  diocese  in  the  Anglican 
Communion  with  the  hope  that  help 
might  arrive  in  time.  The  Diocese  of  East 
Carolina  was  asked  for  $937.00. 

While  each  congregation  is  free  to 
approach  this  in  any  way  that  it  chooses, 
the  Rev.  Webster  Simons,  chairman  of  the 
Department  of  Christian  Social  relations 
has  suggested  that  every  congregation  in 
the  Diocese  receive  an  offering  on  one  of 
the  Sundays  in  October,  to  be  sent  to  the 
Presiding  Bishop's  Fund  for  World  ReHef, 
to  be  forwarded  immediately  to  the  area 
of  need.

minded  to  behave  himself  in  the 
Church  of  God",  and  then  was 
clothed  with  the  Episcopal 
vestments.  The  Veni,  Creator 
Spiritus  was  sung,  and  all  the 
bishops  present  laid  their  hands 
upon  the  head  of  the  bishop-elect, 
kneeling  before  them,  the  Presiding 
Bishop  saying:  "Receive  the  Holy 
Ghost  for  the  office  of  a  Bishop  in 
the  Church  of  God,  now  committed 
unto  thee  by  the  imposition  of  our 
hands;  in  the  name  of  the  Father, 
and  of  the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy 
Ghost.  And  remember  that  thou 
stir  up  the  grace  of  God,  which  is 
given  thee  by  this  imposition  of  our 
hands;  for  God  hath  not  given  us 
the  spirit  of  fear,  but  of  power,  and 
love,  and  soberness." 

The  trumpets  now  sounded,  and 
the  communion  service  proceeded 
until  all  of  the  bishops  ahd  been 
communicated. 

The  offering  received  at  the 
consecration  service  was  to  be  sent 
to  Biafra  to  relieve  the  desperate 
condition  of  the  starving  victims  of 
a  civil  war  in  that  country. 

After  the  service  the  visiting 
prelates  and  other  guests  were 
entertained  at  a  luncheon  at  the 
Blockade  Runner  Hotel  on 
Wrightsville  Beach.  Among 
distinguished  guests  were  Dr. 
Richard  G.  Stone,  president  of  St. 
Mary's  Junior  College  in  Raleigh, 
and  Mrs.  Stone;  Dr.  WiUiam 
Wagoner,  president  of  Wilmington 
College;  and  Dr.  Lee  Jenkins, 
president  of  East  Carolina 
University.

St.  James'  Churchwomen 
Elect  Miss  Harriss 

Just  before  Mrs.  Raymond 
Holland,  Jr.,  ECW  president,  of 
St.  James  Churchwomen,  handed 
the  gavel  to  her  successor,  she 
electrified  her  listeners  by 
including  in  her  annual  report 
several  provocative  thoughts. 

First  came,  "It  was  discouraging 
throughout  the  year  to  so  often 
hear  the  question.  What  do 
Episcopal  Churchwomen  do,  and 
what  is  their  function?"  Mrs. 
Holland  at  this  point  itemized 
what  the  group  had  done  (it  took 
two  pages  of  close  type)  in  the 
way  of  organized  philanthropic 
endeavors.  This  type  of  listing  is 
not  too  unusual  for  a  president's 
annual  report.  But  what  lifted  it 
out  of  the  ordinary  was  her 
stating,  'T  have  never  felt  that 
your  accomplishments  within  the 
constitutional  framework  of  the 
Episcopal  Churchwomen  can  be 
separated  from  your  work  in 
other  areas  of  the  church 
organization;  altar  guild,  choir, 
etc." 

Lastly,  she  included  as  part  of 
ECW  work  "Inside  your  homes 
you  have  been  chauffeurs,  nurses, 
psychologists,  gardeners,  cooks 
and  seamstresses.  You  have  been  a 
source  of  comfort  and  love  to 
many  husbands  and  children  who 
depend  on  you  for 
encouragement ..." 

Truly  the  scope  of  ECW 
involvement  has  broadened  -  and 
it's  a  wise  president  who  can 
rationalize  that  a  limited 
attendance  at  an  ECW  meeting 
can  be  attributed  to  pressing 
community  need,  and  be  just  as 
meaningful.

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MORTGAGE  RETIRED  AT  NAG'S  HEAD 


St.  Andrew's  By-the-Sea,  Nag's 
Head,  announces  the  retirement  of 
its  mortgage  and  the  dedication  of 
a  heat  pump  and  certain 
memorials.  Bishop  Wright 
officiated  at  the  ceremonies  held 
July  14. 

Although  the  Church  of 
England  first  reached  these  shores 
at  Fort  Raleigh  in  1585  and  the 
Episcopal  Church  was  established 
at  Old  Nags  Head  in  1849  as  All 
Saints  Church  both  ventures  were 
casualties  of  war  with  All  Saints 
being  torn  down  by  Federal 
troops  in  1865. 

The  present  building  of  St. 
Andrews  by  the  Sea  was  built  as  a 
summer  chapel  in  1915  about 
midway  between  the  Sound  and 
the  Ocean  by  a  devoted 
congregation  from  the  areas  of 
Edenton,  Washington  and 
Elizabeth  City  under  the 
leadership  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Robert 
Brent  Drane  who  remained  its 
'rector'  until  his  death  in  1939 
and  was  succeeded  shortly 
thereafter  by  his  son,  the  Rev. 
Frederick  Blount  Drane  until  St. 
Andrew's    became    an  organized 


mission  of  the  Diocese  of  East 
Carolina  in  1955.  The  beautiful 
Altar  was  designed  by  the  latter 
and  the  sanctuary  bears  many 
other  signs  of  the  Drane  influence. 
It  was  therefore  most  appropriate 
that  a  part  of  the  day's 
observance  was  the  dedication  of 
memorials  to  Marian  Drane 
Graham.  Meanwhile  after  the 
building  of  the  Virginia  Dare 
highway  the  chapel  was  moved  to 
its  present  site. 

The  Rev.  Alexander  C.  D.  Noe 
was  the  first  vicar  of  the  new 
mission  and  was  succeeded  in 
1956  by  the  Rev.  Robert  W. 
Turner  under  whom  it  continued 
to  prosper  and  became  an  Aided 
Parish.  The  Parish  House  was  built 
and  dedicated  in  1961  while 
Joseph  P.  Burroughs  was  rector 
with  the  entire  ,  cost  paid  by  the 
local  congregation  except  for  a 
mortgage  of  $15,000. 

This  mortgage  had  been 
reduced  to  $9,000  in  August  of 
1963  when  a  large  plot  of  land 
with  summer  buildings  just  south 
of  the  church  was  offered  at 
auction  and  the  vestry  in  a  great 


leap  of  faith  bid  it  in  for  $13,500 
thereby  increasing  the  total 
mortgage  (which  we  are  burning 
today)  to  $22,500.  (Interest  has 
totaled  $3,560.) 

The  summer  buildings  on  the 
property  were  rented  for  four 
years  at  a  net  income  of  about 
$3,000  applied  to  the  mortgage 
and  this  spring  when  their  upkeep 
became  impractical  were  sold  for 
a  nominal  sum  and  removed  by 
the  buyer. 

In  1964  St.  Andrew's  Craft 
Shop  was  built  on  the  new  land  at 
a  cost  of  $2,500  and  the  income 
from  this  major  project  of  our 
Episcopal  Churchwomen  has 
accounted  for  about  a  third  of  the 
mortgage  payments. 

Of  the  balance  about  one  half 
has  been  given  by  the  local 
congregation  and  about  one  half 
by  the  summer  congregation  and 
friends. 

This  testimony  to  the  devotion, 
interest  and  concern  that  St. 
Andrew's  by  the  Sea  enjoys 
among  such  a  wide  circle  of 
friends  is  a  source  of  much 
comfort  and  strength.

BISHOP  WRIGHT  NAMED  SEMINARY  TRUSTEE 


Notice  has  been  received  by 
Churchnews  of  the  election  of 
Bishop  Thomas  H.  Wright  to  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Virginia 
Theological  Seminary  to  serve  for 
the  next  five  years. 

Two  alumni  were  elected  by  the 
Alumni  Association,  these  two 
being  the  Very  Rev.  John  Krumm, 
dean  of  the  New  York  Cathedral, 
and  Bishop  Wright.  The  Bishop  and 
Dr.  Krumm  attended  their  first 
meeting  of  the  Trustees  on 
November  1 2. 

"The  Virginia  Theological 
Seminary  was  born  of  the  struggle 
which  followed  the  Revolutionary 
War.  During  the  early  days  of 
American  independence,  the 
Episcopal  Church  was  suffering 
from  a  double  handicap:  It  was 
suspect  because  of  its  ties  with  the 
Church  of  England  and  it  was 
virtually  immobilized  by  the 
inertia  which  plagued  all  religious 
bodies  of  that  time,"  the  catalog 
says. 

"Despite  the  bleakness  of  the 
situation,  a  small  group  of 
dedicated  men  committed 
themselves  to  the  task  of  recruiting 
and  training  church  leaders. 
Frances  Scott  Key  was  one  of  this 
group  which  in  1818  formed  an 
'Education  Society'  and  five  years

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later  opened  the  'School  of 
Prophets',  later  to  become  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Seminary  in 
Virginia." 

Located  in  Alexandria,  Va.,  the 
campus  includes  forty  buildings. 
Last  year  174  students  were 
enrolled  from  54  dioceses.  When  it 
was  founded  it  was  a  rural 
institution  but  it  is  now 
surrounded  by  shopping  centers, 
apartment  complexes  and  the 
stimulating  life  of  the  nation's 
capital. 

Among  its  distinguished 
graduates  are  the  famous  Bishop 
Phillips  Brooks,  the  Rt.  Rev.  Henry 
St.  George  Tucker,  and  the  Present 
Presiding  Bishop,  the  Rt.  Rev. 
John  Hines. 

The  seminary  has  always  had  a 
vital  interest  in  missions,  and  has 
sent  out  more  missionaries  than 
any  other  seminary  in  the 
Episcopal  Church. 

The  famous  words  of  the  late 
Professor  Sparrow,  who  taught 
there  for  many  years,  has  become 
the  school's  motto,  and  are  carved 
over  the  entrance  to  Sparrow  Hall: 
"Seek  the  truth,  come  whence  it 
may,  cost  what  it  will."  Dr. 
Sparrow's  grandson,  Roderick 
Sparrow,  and  his  family  were  at 
one  time  members  of  the  Church 
of  the  Good  Shepherd  at 
Wilmington. 

The  Dean,  the  Very  Rev.  Jesse 
Trotter,  tendered  his  resignation  to 
the  trustees  at  their  meeting  on 
November  12,  in  order  to  give  full 
time  to  teaching.  A  new  dean  is 
now  being  sought. 


Diocesan  Council 
Hears  of  Kenan  Fund 

Gifts  from  the  Kenan  family  to 
the  Diocese  since  1964  have 
totalled  $184,000.00,  according  to 
a  statement  presented  to  the 
Diocesan  Council  at  its  meeting  in 
Wilmington  on  November  19.  A 
gift  of  $10,000.00  has  been  made 
annually  since  1964.  15 
congregations  have  received  gifts 
for  major  improvements. 
$50,000.00  went  for  the  new 
Conference  Center  at  Camp  Leach. 
This  Kenan  generosity  is  now 
completely  dispersed  or  allocated. 

In  other  reports  the  Council 
learned  from  the  Committee  on 
Christian  Education  that  Camp 
Leach  is  used  almost  every 
week-end  since  the  erection  of  the 
all-weather  Conference  Center.  It  is 
planned  to  hold  one  session  of  the 
next  Diocesan  Convention  in  this 
Center.  The  Rev.  C.  Edward  Sharp 
reported  that  the  Bishop  of  Puerto 
Rico  would  speak  at  this 
convention. 

Allan  Strange,  reporting  for  the 
Missions  Committee,  noted  that 
there  were  a  number  of  vacancies 
in  the  Diocese  and  that  clergy  were 
being  sought  for  these  places.  He 
thought  that  the  matter  of  clergy 
salaries  should  be  reviewed  in  the 
light  of  increased  living  costs. 

Mrs.  D.  C.  Wade,  president  of 
the  Churchwomen,  gave  the  report 
of  that  organization,  noted  that  a 
number  of  social  service  projects 
are  being  undertaken  by  women's 
groups,  among  them  a  clothing 
bank  where  school  clothes  may  be 
obtained  for  a  small  charge, 
kindergartens  for  retarded 
children,  and  personal  visits  in 
hospitals  and  nursing  homes. 

The  College  Work  Commission 
report,  presented  by  the  Rev. 
William  L.  Dols,  noted  that  efforts 
are  being  made  to  replace  the  Rev. 
Pat  Houston  as  chaplain  at  East 
Carolina  University.  Mr.  Houston 
has  become  rector  of  St.  Paul's

BUILDING  PROCEEDS  AT  HAVELOCK 


A  comprehensive  building 
program  easing  a  siiortage  of 
classrooms  and  changing  the 
over-all  appearance  of  St. 
Christopher's  Episcopal  church  is 
now  under  way. 

Work  on  the  construction  began. 
A  brief  groundbreaking  ceremony 
was  held  at  the  pre-dawn  hour  of 
five  o'clock.  "We  wanted  to  get  an 
early  start,"  explained  the  Rev. 
Lawrence  Brown,  pastor. 

Five  new  Sunday  school  rooms 
will  be  built  in  a  separate  adjoining 
building.  The  church's  main 
entrance  will  be  restyled  and  other 
architectural  changes  will  be  made 
to  the  main  building. 

Mr.  Brown  said  the  cost  of  the 
construction,  if  completely 
contracted  would  have  been 
$40,000.  "After  we  received  the 
bids  we  decided  the  costs  were  too 
much  so  the  members  volunteered 
to  do  most  of  the  work  themselves. 
The  four  projects  will  cost  around 
$20,000,  he  said,  "utilizing  the 
volunteer  labor." 

"The  demand  for  additional 
classrooms  was  critical,"  he 
explained.  The  addition  measures 
16  X  62  feet  with  each  classroom 
16  X  12  feet. 


A  temporary  building  which  has 
been  used  as  classrooms  will 
continue  to  be  used  but  partitions 
in  the  building  will  be  removed, 
creating  larger  rooms  and  utilizing 
other  rooms  for  storage  space. 

"We  hope  to  have  the  additional 
rooms  completed  by  September." 
he  added. 

The  new  entrance  on  the  main 
building  will  be  24  feet  wide  and 
26  feet  deep  It  will  be  built 
midway  the  main  building  and  will 
face  East  Main  street.  A  hall  will 
form  one  side  of  the  addition  with 
a  church  office  and  a  conference 
room  on  the  other  side. 

The  pastor  said  the  new  addition 
would  provide  additional  nursery 
space,  utilizing  the  area  now 
occupied  by  the  church  office. 

The  pastor  defined  the  work  as 
four  phases:  classrooms,  entrance 
hall,  modification  of  older  building 
and  a  new  roof  on  the  main 
building. 

"The  work  is  part  of  our  overall 
and  long-range  plan,"  the  pastor 
explained.  "When  we  build  our 
main  sanctuary  later  it  will  be 
added  to  the  existing  buildings  and 
will  complete  the  plant  program." 


Wilmington  Churches 
Hear  Wilson 

More  than  a  hundred 
Episcopalians  from  the  churches  in 
the  Wilmington  area  gathered  at  St. 
John's  Church  Nov.  19  to  hear 
Houston  Wilson,  Delaware  lawyer 
and  member  of  the  Executive 
Council  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church,  discuss  the  work 
of  that  body. 

Speaking  on  the  topic,  "The 
Church  in  Today's  World,"  he 
described  the  mission  of  the 
church  as  a  dual  one:  to  proclaim 
the  Gospel  and  to  maintain  and  set 
forward  the  church. 

"Confronted  with  work  that 
needs  to  be  done,"  he  said,  "we 
must  lay  aside  our  built-in 
prejudices  and  try  to  think  what 
Christ  would  have  us  do.  As  an 
American  I  believe  the  clause  in 
the  Declaration  of  Independence 
which  says  'all  me"n  are  created 
equal',  and  as  a  Christian  1  believe 
the  Gospel,  which  proclaims  that 
all  men  are  brothers." 

He  listed  some  of  the  problems 
facing  the  world  of  today: 
1.  The  problem  of  leisure  time.  In  forty 
years  the  industrial  establishment  of 
this  country  will  produce  all  that  we

BISHOPS  RECOGNIZE 
RIGHT  OF  CONSCIENCE 

AUGUSTA,  Ga.  -  The 
Episcopal  House  of  Bishops 
adopted  this  morning,  after  some 
thirty  minutes  of  debate,  a 
resolution  stating  "we  Bishops 
recognize  the  right  of  a  man  to 
object,  on  grounds  of  conscience," 
to  participation  in  a  particular  war. 

The  text  of  the  resolution  itself 
dupHcates,  except  for  one  new 
insertion,  the  Position  Paper 
adopted  by  the  House  of  Bishops 
at  the  1 967  General  Convention  in 
Seattle.  The  view  then  was  not 
concurred  with  by  the 
Convention's  House  of  Deputies, 
the  Church's  other  legislative 
House  which  consists  of  priests  and 
laity  in  equal  numbers. 

Chief  opponent  of  today's 
action  was  the  Rt.  Rev.  George 
Murray,  Bishop  Coadjutor  of 
Alabama,  who  stated  his  belief  that 
"conscientious  objection  needs  to 
be  established  on  the  basis  of 
religious  conviction"  and  that  this 
action  "might  open  the  door  to 
those  who  happen  to  object  to  a 
particular  conflict  which  takes 
place  at  a  time  when  they  are  of 
draft  age."

CHRISTMAS  LETTER 


The  Christmas  Season  again 
comes  to  us  with  all  of  its  joy  and 
happiness,  its  peace  and  good  cheer 

-  in  spite  of  the  troubled  world  in 
which  we  live.  And  this  is  as  it 
should  be.  What  could  be  a  more 
glorious  message  than  that  God  so 
loved  this  world  that  He  sent  His 
Son  to  us  with  the  wonderful 
Good  News  that  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ  came  to  bring.  This 
transcends  all  else.  It  is  the  message 
that  the  Church  has  tried  to  say 
through  the  centuries  with  its 
theological  concepts,  its  creeds, 
and  its  formularies.  It  is  the 
message  that  the  Angels  and  the 
Shepherds  tried  to  tell  us,  "Glory 
to  God  in  the  Highest,  Peace  on 
Earth,  and  Good  Will  to  Men." 

And  yet  there  is  another  side  to 
the  Shepherds'  story  and  this 
lovely  Christmas  message.  To  be 
really  understood  and  accepted  it 
calls  for  Commitment  on  the  part 
of  the  followers  of  Jesus.

Christianity  speaks  to  us  in  terms 
of  the  Brotherhood  of  Man  as  well 
as  the  Fatherhood  of  God. 

If  the  joy  and  peace  and 
happiness  of  this  Christmas  Season 
is  to  mean  what  it  should  to  us,  let 
us  take  Christ  truly  into  our  hearts 

—  not  alone  with  the  beautiful 
story  of  Christmas  -  but  also  by 
lifting  our  personal  lives  to  Him  - 
by  reaching  out  to  our  fellow  man 
in  thoughts  and  deeds  of  honest 
and  sacrificial  usefulness.  Truly 
then  will  we  have  found  the 
Christ-child  and  that  "Peace  of 
God  which  passeth 
understanding."

Emmanuel  Church  is  one  of  the 
largest  parishes  in  the  Diocese  of 
Atlanta,  and  has  on  its  staff  the 
chaplain  for  Episcopal  students 
and  a  student  assistant. 

In  accepting  the  call  Mr. 
Edwards  expressed  the  hope  that 
he  might  be  of  service  both  to  the 
parish  and  the  student  community 
in  the  sociological  changes  which 
are  taking  place  in  all  college 
towns.

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ECUADOR  WOMEN'S  GROUP 
SEEKS  CUSTOMERS  IN  US. 


A  group  of  women  working 
voluntarily  for  the  Episcopal 
Church  in  Ecuador  has  for  some 
two  years  been  buying  Ecuadorian 
articles  to  send  to  stores  and 
bazaars  in  the  States  as  a  way  of 
making  some  extra  money  to  assist 
with  the  church's  program  in 
Guayaquil.  We  hand-pick  each 
article,  buying  at  discount  prices  in 
many  places,  and  try  to  send 
interesting,  inexpensive  handicraft 
pieces  to  firms  or  groups 
requesting  these  articles.  We  are 
writing  to  see  if  you  would  be 
willing  to  experiment  with  a  few  of 
our  things  in  your  own  business.  In 
this  way  the  local  person  who  has 
made  the  article  is  helped,  you 
have  true  native  handicraft 
materials,  and  the  small  percentage 
which  we  receive  for  the  trouble  of 
buying  comes  back  into  our  church 
treasury  to  assist  in  our  mission 
work  here. 

Typical  of  the  articles  which  we 
can  purchase  for  you  are 
hand-carved  wooden  figures  of  all 
sizes,  marble  ashtrays,  wool 
ponchos,    inexpensive  paintings 
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done  on  canvas  or  cardboard, 
native  Indian  dolls,  hand-tooled 
leather  articles,  Panama  straw 
articles  such  as  hats,  Christmas 
decorations,  creches,  coaster  sets, 
and  animals,  hand-woven  ladies' 
handbags,  children's  tea  sets  made 
of  ivory  nut,  silver  jewelry, 
brightly  woven  tapestries  and 
stoles,  bread  dolls,  brass  and 
bronze  pieces,  masks,  wooden  wall 
figures,  maracas,  genuine  Indian 
necklaces,  boxes  of  carved  bone, 
etc. 

The  best  way  for  us  to  buy  here 
is  to  receive  your  desired  order 
with  your  check.  It  has  been  our 
policy  to  retain  fifteen  per  cent,  do 
your  shopping,  and  send  it  boat 
mail.  This  requires  about  six  to 
eight  weeks.  Sending  by  air  is 
considerably  more  expensive. 
Articles  are  packaged  in  small 
boxes,  the  postage  coming  out  of 
your  check.  You  simply  let  us  know 
that  the  box  has  arrived,  and  send 
us  your  next  order.  You  will  find 
we  are  reliable  in  fulfilling  your 
order  but  as  all  articles  here  are

Clergy  Consider  Race 
Problem 

Clergy  of  the  Diocese  met 
November  22  at  Camp  Leach  for  a 
panel  discussion  planned  by  the 
Dept.  of  Christian  Social  Relations 
under  the  direction  of  the  Rev. 
Webster  L.  Simons. 

Moderator  of  the  discussion  was 
the  Rev.  Francis  Johnson,  who 
presented  a  panel  consisting  of 
three  Negro  and  three  white 
speakers.  Prof.  John  A. 
HoUingsworth  of  Fayetteville,  Dr. 
Andrew  Best  of  Greenville, 
Counselor  Donald  Pollock  of 
Kinston,  the  Rev.  Thomas 
Midyette  of  Clinton,  the  Rev. 
Keith  Reeve  of  Fayetteville  and 
the  Rev.  John  Ormond  of 
Goldsboro  spoke  on  experiences  in 
the  area  of  concern. 

The  discussion  took  the  form  of 
an  inquiry  into  the  racial  situation 
in  East  Carolina,  reports  of  what 
the  churches  are  doing  to  meet  the 
situation,  and  a  consideration  of 
whether  any  avenues  of  approach 
to  a  solution  of  the  problems  are 
being  neglected. 

Among  activities  reported  by 
the  churches  was  the  formation  of 
a  council  of  the  three  parishes  in

MRI  PLAN  MEDICAL  TEAM  VISIT 


A  medical  team  of  volunteers 
from  East  Carolina  will  take  their 
talents  to  Melanesia  next  summer 
under  a  plan  being  developed  by 
the  Diocesan  Mutual 
Responsibihty  Commission.  The 
group  will  be  organized  in  response 
to  expressed  needs  for  particular 
medical  specialties  and  will  serve 
for  about  three  weeks  at  Godden 
Memorial  Hospital  in  the  New 
Hebrides  Islands  and  visit 
Presbyterian  and  other  mission 
hospitals  in  the  South  Pacific. 

Dr.  Bruce  Mackereth,  head  of 
Godden  Memorial  Hospital 
operated  by  the  Diocese  of 
Melanesia,  indicates  that  any 
medical  talent  will  be  helpful  and 
most  welcomed  but  that  several 
specialties  are  particularly  desirable 
both  at  his  hospital  and  at  the 
several  other  mission  hospitals  in 
the  New  Hebrides.  Volunteers 
being  sought  are  a  radiologist  or 
radiology  technician,  an 
orthopedic  surgeon,  a  general 
surgeon,  an  ophthalomologist,  a 
physiotherapist,  a  dentist,  an 
internist  and  a  general  practicioner. 
Other  medical  personnel  may  be 
added  to  the  group. 

The  medical  team  visit  to 
Melanesia  is  tentatively  scheduled 
for  July,  1969.  One  of  the 
purposes  of  the  visit  will  be  to 
bring  latest  techniques  to 
Melanesian  medical  personnel  and 
part  of  the  time  will  be  devoted  to 
training.  Most  of  the  requested 
medical  talents  are  not  available  at 
any  of  the  New  Hebrides  hospitals. 
Patients  who  could  benefit  from 
services  of  the  visiting  medical 
team  will  be  afforded  their  first 
opportunity  to  receive  specialized 
medical  help.  East  Carolina  doctors 
will  have  an  opportunity  to 
observe  problems  in  tropical 
medicine  such  as  leprosy,  malaria 
and  other  diseases  rarely  seen  in 
East  Carolina. 

Each  member  of  the  team  will

remote  part  of  the  world  in 
fulfillment  of  Christian 
responsibilities.

W.  S.  Page,  chairman  of  the 
Mutual  Responsibility 
Commission,  reported  on  three 
projects;  one  to  have  a  visit  by 
young  people  to  the  West  Indies,  a 
school  project  in  the  Reef  Islands, 
and  work  in  the  Diocese  of 
Melanesia,  including  a  plan  to 
sponsor  visits  by  medical  specialists 
to  the  hospitals  in  the  Solomon 
Islands.  The  Churchnews  will  carry 
this  story  later. 

Ralph  Hodges  reported  for  the 
Medical  Insurance  Committee.  A 
plan  is  under  consideration  which 
may  save  the  Diocese  several 
thousand  dollars  in  providing 
coverage  for  clergy  and  others. 

The  Department  of  Christian 
Social  Relations,  reporting  through 
the  Rev.  Webster  L.  Simons,  noted 
that  the  response  to  Bishop 
Wright's  appeal  for  a  special 
offering  for  the  starving  people  of 
Biafra  had  resulted  in  1 1  churches 
giving  $1  142.76.  This  is  a 
continuing  need  and  the  churches 
are  urged  to  send  more  if  possible.

Goldsboro  which  has  resulted  in  joint 
services  of  the  parishes,  a  vacation  church 
school  for  children  of  all  three  churches 
and  a  joint  vacation  school  planned  for 
the  children  of  Cherry  Hospital. 

Fayetteville  reported  a  bi-racial  group 
meeting  alternately  in  white  and  Negro 
homes.  The  Rev.  Adolphus  Carty  told  of 
the  nursing  home  to  be  opened  in  the 
buildings  formerly  belonging  to  the  Good 
Shepherd  Hospital  in  New  Bern,  with 
applications  already  received  from  both 
white  and  Negro  elderly  persons. 

The  meeting  was  held  in  the 
Conference  center  at  Camp  Leach, 
beginning  at  10:30,  with  lunch  served 
from  the  Center  kitchen  at  1:00.  About 
fifty  clergy  and  lay  guests  were  present, 
including  Bishop  Wright  and  Bishop 
Elebash.

He  favored  "all  men  of  draft  age  being 
on  an  equal  footing  unless  they  have 
previously  been  conscientious  objectors." 

Bishop  Murray  questioned  the  wisdom 
of  this  unilateral  action  by  the  House  of 
Bishops  which  may  be  interpreted  as 
"speaking  for  the  whole  Church."  He  said 
that  last  fall  the  press  reported  one  of  the 
Bishops'  Position  Papers  as  an  official 
view  of  the  entire  Church,  and  that 
"perhaps  we  should  do  away  with  the 
House  of  Deputies,  if  we  are  going  to  say 
how  the  Church  is  going  to  be  run." 

The  Rt.  Rev.  Leland  Stark,  Bishop  of 
Newark,  N.  J.,  responded  that  the 
Deputies  have  a  like  right  to  issue 
Position  Papers  differing  from  those  of 


the  House  of  Bishops.  He  pleaded  for  the 
resolution,  asking  the  Bishops  to  consider 
whether,  if  they  were  of  draft  age,  they 
themselves  could  drop  napalm  bombs 
"which  know  no  distinction  between 
combatants  and  non-combatants." 

A  clause  referring  to  the  Vietnam  war 
was  deleted  on  the  grounds  that  the 
principle  expressed  would  be  stronger 
without  reference  to  a  particular 
contemporary  conflict.

need  with  only  25%  of  the  labor  now 
employed.  75%  of  our  time  will  be 
leisure  time.  What  will  we  do  with  it? 

2.  The  year  1985  will  be  the  critical  year 
of  the  population  explosion.  From 
that  year  until  the  year  2000  three 
billion  people  will  starve  to  death.  All 
of  the  programs  for  control  of 
population  now  in  effect  will  not 
prevent  this.  America  will  be  an  island 
of  plenty  in  a  starving  world.  How 
will  we  meet  this  situation? 

3.  Women  are  now  doing  every  task  that 
men  can  do.  No  employer  may 
discriminate  between  the  sexes.  What 
readjustments  will  this  bring  about  in 
our  society? 

"All  these  problems  and  more  must  be 
dealt  with,"  he  said.  "In  the  Episcopal 
Church  we  propose  to  deal  with  them 
through  the  democratic  process.  The 
goals  of  the  special  program  of  our 
church  to  meet  the  crisis  in  American  life 
are  set  up.  They  include  the  strengthening 
of  the  church's  corporate  mission  and 
ministry,  the  building  of  cooperation 
among  all  people,  helping  people  to  know 
and  respond  to  the  Gospel,  and  the 
securing  of  the  rights  and  well-being  of 
persons." 

"We  propose  to  say  to  the  poor,  Tf 
you  can  design  a  program  whereby  you 
can  stand  on  your  own  two  feet  and 
administer  it  yourself,  we  will  trust  you 
with  some  of  our  Christian  dollars.  Of  all 
the  programs  now  operative  in  this  field, 
this  is  the  only  program  which  makes 
sense  to  the  poor." 

Describing  how  the  projects  of  the 
Special  Program  are  selected,  he  said  that 
each  project  is  carefully  appraised,  the 
abihty  of  the  recipient  to  attain  the  aims 
of  the  project  are  evaluated,  proper 
accounting  is  insisted  upon,  the  work  is 
evaluated  as  it  proceeds,  but  is 
administered  without  regard  to  race, 
creed  or  ethnic  origin.

CONVENTION  ADOPTS  BUDGET,  HEAR  BISHOPS 


WASHINGTON,  N.  C. 
Episcopalians  from  Eastern  North 
Carolina,  meeting  for  their  annual 
convention  in  St.  Peter's  Church, 
Washington,  on  Feb.  8-9,  adopted 
a  budget  of  $287,000.00, 
welcomed  a  new  bishop  and 
planned  a  missionary  strategy  for 
1969. 

Two  hundred  delegates, 
representing  78  parishes  and 
missions,  elected  the  Rev. 
Nathaniel  Hynson  of  Murfreesboro 
as  secretary  of  the  convention  and 
John  Graham  of  Edenton  as 
chancellor,  and  received  the  report 
of  the  Episcopal  Churchwomen 
given  by  Mrs.  D.  C.  Wade  of 
Greenville. 

Thurman  Williams,  Fayetteville, 
presented  the  budget,  which 
included  $22,500.00  for  the 
Department  of  Christian 
Education,  $58,000.00  for  the 
Department  of  Missions  and 
$12,000.00  for  the  Dept.  of 
College  Work. 

It  was  announced  that  the  new 
Bishop  Co-adjutor,  the  Rt.  Rev. 
Hunley  A.  Elebash,  has  opened  his 
office  in  Kinston  at  St.  Mary's 
Church  and  is  assisting  the 
diocesan  bishop,  the  Rt.  Rev. 
Thomas  H.  Wright,  in  all  phases  of 
the  church's  activity. 

Walker  Taylor  of  Wilmington, 
reporting  for  the  Department  of 
Communications,  announced  that 
the  contributions  for  the  work  of 
the  national  church  had  increased 
40  per  cent  over  the  assigned 
quotas.  He  noted  that  the  diocesan 
magazine  would  be  published 
quarterly,  and  supplemented  by  a 
newsletter  each  month.

NEW  YORK,  N.  Y.  -  Hopes  for  the 
close  association  of  three  North  Ameri- 
can Anglican  Churches,  joined  together 
in  a  council  to  establish  coordinated 
planning  and  programming,  will  become 
an  actuality  early  next  month. 

The  first  official  meeting  of  the 
Anglican  Regional  Council  of  North 
America,  newly  organized  by  the 
American  Episcopal  Church,  the 
Anglican  Church  of  Canada  and  the 
Church  of  the  Province  of  the  West 
Indies,  was  held  February  1  to  3  in 
Nassau,  the  Bahamas. 

Participation  in  the  regional  council 
was  approved  by  the  Episcopal  Church  at 
its  triennial  General  Convention  held  at 
Seattle  in  1967. 

The  American  Church  was  represented 
by  the  Rt.  Rev.  John  E.  Hines,  Presiding 
Bishop;  the  Rt.  Rev.  Stephen  Bayne,  vice 
president  of  the  Episcopal  Church's  Ex- 
ecutive Council;  Marius  Bressoud,  of 
Bethlehem,  Penna;  Mrs.  John  Jackson,  of 
Portland,  Ore.;  the  Rev.  Henry  Mitchell, 
rector  of  Trinity  Church,  Charlottesville, 
Va.;  the  Rt.  Rev.  Francisco 
Reus-Froylan,  Bishop  of  Puerto  Rico, 
and  Thomas  H.  Wright,  Jr.,  of  Washing- 
ton, D.  C,  son  of  Bishop  and  Mrs. 
Wright. 

All  will  serve  as  members  of  the 
Council. 

The  Canadian  delegation  to  the  meet- 
ing will  be  led  by  the  Most  Rev.  H.  H. 
Clark,  Primate  of  Canada,  and  the  Rt. 
Rev.  George  N.  Luxton,  Bishop  of 
Huron. 

All  three  of  the  Council  Churches  will 


have  seven  representatives  each  serving  as 
members.  In  addition,  two  delegates  to 
meetings  of  the  Council  are  to  be  app- 
ointed by  the  Archbishop  of  Canterbury, 
and  three  delegates  are  to  represent  the 
Conference  of  Anglican  Bishops  in  South 
America. 

The  three-day  meeting,  according  to 
Bishop  Bayne,  was  devoted  to  the  work 
of  organization  and  the  adoption  of  a 
budget.  Regular  meetings  will  be  held  by 
the  Council  every  two  years,  with 
executive  committee  meetings  being  held 
annually. 

Priority  concerns  in  mapping  the  first 
year's  work  of  the  Council,  Bishop  Bayne 
said,  might  be  illustrated  in  three  areas: 

1.  Coordination  of  work  in  Latin 
America,  with  a  division  of  responsibihty 
among  the  member  Churches. 

2.  Examination  of  possible 
opportunities  where  work  can  be  carried 
out  in  common,  particularly  in  the 
development  of  education  and 
information  materials,  and  in  ecumenical 
cooperation. 

3.  Exploration  of  ways  in  which  the 
three  Churches  can  participate  in  each 
others  planning  and  program. 

"In  the  past  we  have  operated 
independently  on  parallel  hnes,  as  if  we 
were  the  only  Church  around,"  Bishop 
Bayne  said.  "We  have  to  become  involved 
with  one  another." 

The  Rt.  Rev.  J.  Brooke  Mosley, 
deputy  for  overseas  relations  of  the 
Episcopal  Church  and  former  Bishop  of 
Delaware,  will  serve  as  a  member  of  the 
council  as  an  alternate  for  the  Church's 
Presiding  Bishop. 

Coffee  House  Held 

for  Clinton  Youth 

Under  the  leadership  of  the  Rev. 
Thomas  Midyette,  III,  rector,  a  new  con- 
cept is  being  tried  at  St.  Paul's  Church, 
Clinton  in  a  ministry  to  the  young  people 
of  the  community.  On  Friday,  January 
thirty-first,  the  E.Y.C.  and  the  Vestry 
jointly  sponsored  a  coffee  house  for  the 
young  people  of  Clinton,  at  the  parish 
house. 

Tables  were  set  with  checkered  table 
cloths.  Candles  in  bottles  lighted  the 
scene.  Coffee,  hot  chocolate  and  dough- 
nuts were  served.  Music  was  furnished  by 
three  guitarists,  who  sang  individually 
and  also  led  the  group  in  folk-songs. 

The  coffee  house  opened  after  a  local 
basketball  game  and  lasted  until 
eleven-thirty.  There  were  over  one  hund- 
red in  attendance:  a  splendid  beginning 
and  which  augurs  well  for  this  worth- 
while type  of  church-sponsored  activity. 
A  second  coffee  house  meeting  is  plan- 
ned for  the  near  future.

WHEREAS,  one  result  of  such 
difficult  times  is  a  restless  spirit  that 
pervades  all  society  and  is  acutely 
reflected  in  the  confusion  in  the  hearts 
and  minds  of  many  laity  and  clergy  of

WHEREAS,  in  such  trying  times  we  in 
this  Diocese  are  blessed  with  two  Bishops 
who  continue  a  ministry  marked  chiefly 
by  their  abiding  pastoral  care  of  all  the 
churces:

Elebash  and  at  this  time  reaffirm  our 
devotion  to  them  as  wise  counselors  and 
patient  Shepherds  of  this  Flock  of  Jesus 
Christ.

bishop  has  begun  his  work,  when 
the  Rt.  Rev.  Hunley  Elebash 
opened  his  office  in  Kinston  this 
month. 

"Bishop  Elebash  has  already 
brought  to  this  diocese  a  new  vigor 
and  leadership  in  which  I  rejoice," 
he  said. 

Commenting  on  the  missionary 
outreach  of  the  church,  the  bishop 
said  the  Department  of  Missions 
under  the  leadership  of  Allen 
Strange  of  Wilmington  is  moving 
toward  a  new  policy  for  this  work. 

"We  are  confronting  a  new 
situation  as  the  result  of 
population  changes,"  he  said. 
"Larger  places  are  growing  larger 
and  smaller  places  are  growing 
smaller. 

"We  must  learn  to  deploy  our 
resources  of  manpower  and 
financial  ability  in  order  for  our 
church  to  be  where  the  people 
are." 

Referring  to  the  overseas  work. 
Bishop  Wright  noted  that  a  new 
project  would  be  undertaken  this 
summer  by  William  S.  Page  of 
Kinston,  chairman  of  the  Mutual 
Responsibility  Commission  of  the 
Diocese. 

"It  is  his  hope,"  the  bishop  said, 
"to  take  a  medical  team  from  East 
Carolina  to  visit  the  hospitals  in 
Southern  Melanesia.  Letters  have 
gone  to  all  doctors  who  are 
Episcopalians  urging  them  to  give 
their  time,  talents  and  money  for 
three  weeks  this  summer  to  bring 
to  these  hospitals  specialists  which 
we  could  not  otherwise  secure." 


Commenting  on  the  religious 
situation  today.  Bishop  Wright  said 
that  many  people  have  been 
perplexed  and  confused  by  the 
conflicting  theologies  of  the  day. 

"The  religious  and  secular  press 
has  been  full  of  these  theological 
debates,"  he  said,  "which  people 
have  not  understood  because  of 
the  strange  terms  used.  Ours  has 
been  a  time  of  emphasis  upon 
action,  but  there  must  always  be 
the  recognition  that  action  and 
service,  no  matter  how  well 
intended,  can  become  so  distant 
from  the  faith  that  first  inspired  it, 
that  it  becomes  much  less  than 
Christian  and  loses  its  Christian 
character." 

"I  do  not  believe,"  the  Bishop 
continued,  "that  we  can  continue 
social  service,  missionary 
enterprise,  ecumenical 
relationships,  or  even  the  life  of 
our  parishes,  without  more 
consideration  of  our  roots  in  the 
faith  than  we  have  afforded  in 
recent  years.  We  need  in  this 
Church  of  ours  a  renewal  of  the 
faith  more  than  any  generation  has 
ever  needed  it." 

"And  so  I  plead  with  the 
leadership  of  the  Diocese:  Let  us 
make  this  year  in  East  Carolina  a 


year  of  renewal  -  not  necessarily 
doing  away  with  anything  that  we 
are  doing,  but  adding  to  it.  And  let 
me  say  to  our  clergy  and  lay 
people  -  if  you  have  doubts  about 
the  Faith  that  you  were  raised  with 
-  I  have  been  in  the  ministry  forty 
years  this  coming  June.  I  testify 
today  that  I  have  the  same  basic 
faith  about  God  and  about  Jesus 
Christ  that  I  started  my  ministry 
v^dth.  The  language  to  explain  them 
is  sometimes  different,  but 
essentially  what  the  Church  was 
saying  then  about  God  and  Jesus 
Christ  is  the  same  today  as  it  was 
forty  ye'drs  ago.  Our  faith  has 
always  rested  upon  this  -  "Jesus 
Christ  the  same  yesterday,  today 
and  forever."

"CHURCH 
CHANGE" 


MUST  BE 
-  BISHOP 


The  Rt.  Rev.  Francisco 
Reus-Froylan,  Bishop  of  Puerto 
Rico,  was  the  principal  speaker  at 
the  banquet  Friday  evening.  He 
stated  that  after  a  hundred  and 
fifty  years  of  political 
independence,  the  struggle  for 
economic  independence  had  begun 
in  Latin  America.  The  church,  he 
said,  must  be  agents  of  creative 
change,  not  only  to  proclaim  the 
Gospel,  but  to  put  it  into  practice. 

He  also  informed  the  group  of 
the  formation  of  a  new  Province  of 
the  Episcopal  Church  in  the 
Caribbean. 

"This  is  the  greatest  thing  that 
has  happened  to  us  since  the  days 
of  the  pirates  who  roamed  the 
Caribbean,"  he  said.  "First,  it  has 
directed  the  attention  of  the  whole 
church  to  this  neglected  area. 
Secondly,  it  has  helped  the  spirit 
of  unity  in  these  Latin-American 
countries,  in  that  it  has  made  us 
conscious  of  each  other.  Our 
mission  is  the  same  as  yours;  the 
same  Gospel  to  proclaim,  the  same 
priesthood  to  exercise.  We  all 
become  missionaries  at  our 
baptism.  The  scene  of  our 
witnessing  may  be  in  our  own 
home,  our  own  church,  or  our  own 
area." 

Comparing  the  rapid  social 
changes  of  today  with  the  changes 
brought  about  by  the  early 
Christians,  the  bishop  asked:  "Was 
this  great  shaking-up  to  be 
confined  to  one  race,  or  was  it  to 
be  shared  with  all  men?  Our 
religion  has  become  so  comfortable 
that  we  are  quite  oblivious  of  what 
is  taking  place  outside  our  own 
microscopic  world.  Our  mission  is 
to  be  agents  of  creative  change;  not

only  to  proclaim  the  Gospel,  but 
to  demonstrate  it  by  our  actions." 

A  resolution  to  permit  the 
election  of  women  as  delegates  to 
convention  passed,  but  one  to  urge 
the  abolition  of  capital  punishment 
was  tabled.  Appreciation  was 
expressed  to  the  host  parish  for  the 
gracious  hospitality.

Bishop  Commends 
Havelock  Church 

"Each  year  I  try  to  single  out 
some  church  in  the  Diocese  that 
seems  to  me  to  have  made  unusual 
progress,"  Bishop  Wright  told  the 
delegates  at  Convention.  "Since 
the  last  meeting  of  our 
Convention,      St.  Christopher's 


Church,  Havelock,  under  the  able 
leadership  of  the  Rev.  Lawrence 
Brown,  has  gone  forward  with  new 
hfe,  new  enthusiasm  and  new 
physical  growth." 

"Serving  in  the  midst  of  the 
Cherry  Point  Marine  Base,  many 
men  in  our  armed  forces  have 
come  to  feel  that  St.  Christopher's 
is  their  'home  away  from  home,' 
and  have  found  in  this  church  and 
its  people  a  blessing  and  a  real 
spiritual  uplift." 

"During  the  past  year  St. 
Christopher's  has  had  by  far  the 
largest  number  of  confirmations  of 
any  Aided  Parish.  With  its  large 
church  school  and  constantly 
expanding  needs,  the  church  has 
found  it  necessary  to  greatly 
increase  its  class  rooms.  With  the 
Rector  and  some  of  its  laymen 
doing  most  of  the  work  of  actual 
construction,  an  entire  new  wing 
has  been  built,  completing  the 
third  unit  of  their  original 
architectural  plan,  with  an  enlarged 
vestibule  and  Gothic  ceiling  in  the 
center  of  the  structure." 

"They  have  added  significantly 
to  the  beauty  and  usefulness  of  the 
structure.  I  commend  this 
congregation  to  the  Convention."

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LENTEN  OFFERING  GOES  TO  MELANESIA 


Meeting  at  breakfast  during  the 
Diocesan  Convention  at  St.  Peter's 
Church,  Washington,  East 
Carolina's  Mutual  Responsibility 
Commission  designated  the  1969 
Lenten  Offering  to  be  used  to 
support  medical  needs  in 
Melanesia. 

In  January,  the  Executive 
Council  meeting  in  Wilmington 
passed  a  resolution  authorizing  the 
MRI  Commission  to  designate  a 
project  for  the  1969  Lenten 
Offering.  With  a  medical  team  from 
East  Carolina  scheduled  to  visit 
hospitals  in  Melanesia  in  July,  the 
MRI  Commission  voted  to 
designate  the  offering  to  support 
Melanesia's  medical  needs. 

East  Carolina's  first  MRI  project 
in  1965  was  for  the  construction  of 
staff  buildings  at  Godden  Memorial 
Hospital  in  the  New  Hebrides 
Islands  and  at  Epiphany  Hospital  in 
the  Solomon  Islands.  This  area  in 
the  South  Pacific  was  visited  by 
many  Americans  during  World  War 
II  but  few  have  returned  since. 

A  letter  from  Bishop  Wright  to 
"those  who  are  medically  trained 
in  the  Diocese  of  East  Carolina" 
invites  any  who  will  to  consider 
giving  their  time  and  skills  for  three 
weeks  to  visit  in  the  hospitals  in 
the  Diocese  of  Melanesia,  bringing 
to  them  special  skills  which  they 
can  have  in  no  other  way. 

"For  the  past  four  years",  the 
Bishop  wrote,  "we  have  had  as  our 
special  project  the  work  of  our 
church  in  Melanesia,  which  is  in  the 
New  Hebrides  and  the  British 
Solomon  Islands  in  the  Pacific.  A 
great  part  of  our  contribution  has 
been  with  the  mission  hospitals. 

"Four  years  ago  two  of  our

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Hungry,  Homeless  and 
Poor  Aided  by  Pre- 
siding Bishop^s  Fund 

NEW  YORK,  N.  Y.  -  A  new  year  has 
begun  and  a  new  administration  has 
taken  office  in  Washington,  yet  for  mil- 
lions hunger,  cold,  disease  and  fear  con- 
tinue. It  is  to  these  people  —  the  hungry, 
the  homeless  and  the  poor  -  that  the 
Presiding  Bishop's  Fund  for  World  Relief 
ministers. 

Working  with  other  Churches,  the 
Fund  provides  aid  to  refugees  in  Viet- 
nam, the  Middle  East  and  Africa. 

Vietnam  Christian  Service,  whose  staff 
of  65  includes  several  Episcopalians,  aids 
those  made  homeless  through  war.  Direct 
material  aid  is  provided  and  assistance 
given  to  enable  refugees  to  begin  life 
anew.  Through  the  Presiding  Bishop's 
Fund,  Episcopahans  contributed  $50,000 
during  1968  to  the  total  program  of 
$750,000. 

In  the  Middle  East,  assistance  was 
begun  on  a  massive  scale  following  the 
Arab-Israeli  war  of  June,  1967,  under  the 
overall  direction  of  the  World  Council  of 
Churches.  Although  refugees  have  been  a 
constant  factor  in  Middle  East  Hfe  for 
many  years,  and  the  Churches  have  assist- 
ed in  meeting  their  needs,  the  June  war 
meant  that  many  more  joined  the  ranks 
of  the  homeless  and,  often,  that  refugees 
themselves  were  forced  out  of  their 
camps. 

Shortly  after  the  war,  the  World 
Council  issued  an  appeal  for  $2,000,000 
to  aid  in  the  Middle  East.  In  response  to 
that  appeal,  CWS,  by  the  end  of  1968, 
contributed  $492,788  and  shipped 
1,819,646  pounds  of  food,  clothing,

blankets,  bedding,  tents  and  agricultural 
implements  valued  at  $838,320.  During 
1968  the  Presiding  Bishop's  Fund  con- 
tributed $40,000  toward  this  work. 

There  are  refugees,  too,  in  the  United 
States,  particularly  from  Cuba.  Churches 
in  this  country,  working  under  the  over- 
all direction  of  CWS,  have  assisted  many 
of  these  persons  to  begin  a  new  life. 
During  1968,  the  Presiding  Bishop's 
Fund  arranged  for  the  resettlement  of 
2,224  refugees  in  this  country,  1,565  of 
whom  were  Cubans.  The  remaining  per- 
sons included  Romanians,  Armenians, 
Chinese,  Bulgarians,  Egyptians,  and,  re- 
cently, Czechoslovakians.  Toward  the 
program  established  in  Miami  to  assist 
Cuban  refugees  the  Presiding  Bishop's 
Fund  contributed  $47,000.  An  addition- 
al $14,000  assisted  Cubans  in  other  parts 
of  the  United  States,  and  $7,311  assisted 
refugees  from  other  countries.

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NO  MONEY  TO 
ILACK  MANIFESTO" 

Some  reports  have  given  the 
impression  that  the  South  Bend 
Convention  voted  to  give  in 
reparations  General  Church  Funds 
directly  to  the  Black  Economic 
Development  Conference  which 
originated  the  so  called  "Black 
Manifesto." 
This  is  not  so. 

In  reference  to  reparations,  the 
Presiding  Bishop  and  the  President 
of  the  House  of  Deputies,  in  a 
letter  dated  September  8  to  the 
New  York  Times  have  said, 
"Neither  in  the  official  action  of 
the  convention,  nor  in  the  report 
submitted  to  it  by  the  Executive 
Council  upon  which  the  action  was 
based,  was  the  principle  of 
reparations  mentioned,  much  less 
approved." 

In  reference  to  the  manner  in 
which  the  money  is  given,  the 
resolution  states  that  the  money  is 
to  go  to  the  National  Committee  of 
Black  Churchmen,  an 
interdenominational  group.  It  is  to 
be  used  for  "National  Black 
Community  Development."  Like 
previous  grants  our  "Executive 
Council  shall  first  determine  that 
such  Committees  meet  this  original 
criteria  established  by  the  General 
Convention  of  1967."  The  criteria 
includes  the  principles  of 
non-violence  and  proper  audit. 

In  reference  to  the  source  of  the 
money,  "the  Executive  Council  is 
instructed  to  allocate,  out  of  funds 
which  it  may  raise  or  which  may 
otherwise  become  available,  not 
less  than  $200,000.00."  At  the 
close  of  the  convention,  some 
$75,000.00  had  already  been 
pledged.  The  full  amount  is 
anticipated.  This  would  mean  none 
of  these  funds  would  come  from 
the  regular  budget  of  our  church.

Caught  in  the  web  of  an  inflationary 
spiral  and  in  what  some  describe  as  a 
"spiritual  lethargy,"  the  Church  has 
seldom  had  a  greater  need  for  your  help 
—  so  the  Church  can  help  you. 

The  Church  that  needs  your  help  is 
your  parish,  your  diocese,  and  your 
national  church. 

Your  parish  provides  you  with 
spiritual  nourishment  and  leadership, 
diocese  provides  you,  your  parish,  and 
other  parishes  with  services  and  support 
that  individual  parishes  cannot  provide 
for  themselves.  Likewise,  the  National 
Church  provides  your  diocese  and  other 
dioceses  with  services  and  support  that 
individual  dioceses  cannot  provide  for 
themselves.  Combined,  these  three  are 
your  Church,  and  they  are 
interdependent.  What  helps  one,  helps 
the  others;  what  detracts  from  one, 
detracts  from  the  others. 

If  your  Church  is  to  be  the  kind  of 
church  you  think  it  should  be,  it  needs 
your  spiritual  and  financial  help  and 
support. 

Where  your  help  is  needed  most  is  in 
your  own  parish.  This  is  where  you  can 


be  most  effective  because  of  your 
knowledge. 

You  know  the  condition  of  your 
parish  buildings  and  grounds;  the 
programs  which  do  not  exist,  or  are 
faltering,  because  of  the  lack  of  interest, 
leadership,  or  funds;  and  most  important, 
the  urgent  needs  of  your  parish  which 
could  be  met  by  adequate  spiritual  and 
financial  support. 

With  the  coming  of  the  Every  Member 
Canvass  season,  your  help  is  urgently 
needed.  It  is  urgently  needed  not  only  in 
quiet  thought  about  the  share  of  what 
the  Lord  has  given  you  that  you  are 
returning  to  Him,  but  also  in  your  active 
participation  in  your  Every  Member 
Canvass;  and  to  participate  in  the  true 
sense  of  the  word  "canvass." 

Far  too  many  people  believe  that 
being  a  "canvasser"  means  being  a 
"pledge  collector."  The  dictionary 
definition  of  "canvass"  says  nothing 
about  collecting  money  or  pledges,  but  a 
leading  definition  is  "to  determine 
opinions  or  sentiments."  Thus,  by 
definition  and  parish  needs,  the  canvasser 
should  be  truly  a  representative  of  the 
parish.  As  such,  the  canvasser  should 
solicit  parishioners'  comments,  criticisms, 
and  suggestions  about  the  parish  and  the 
Church  and  communicate  these  remarks 
to  the  vestry  or  rector  or  take  individual 
action  to  help  create  an  interested, 
unified,  and  strong  parish.  A  true 
representative  of  the  parish  -  not  just  a 
pledge  collector  -  helps  to  generate  the 
interest  and  involvement  that  results  in 
more  and  larger  gifts  to  the  Church. 

And  it  is  almost  axiomatic  that 
unified  parishes,  with  well  planned  and 
executed  Every  Member  Canvasses, 
seldom  have  difficulty  in  meeting  or 
exceeding  their  financial  needs. 

Sensing  that  some  parishes  might 
welcome  suggestions  which  might  help 
them  to  have  more  successful  Every 
Member  Canvasses,  Bishops  Wright  and 
Elebash  formed  early  this  year  a  special 
Stewardship  Committee.  The  committee 
is  composed  of  clergy  and  lay  people  of 
parishes  which  last  year  conducted  better 
-  than  -  average  Every  Member  Canvasses. 


ANOTHER    LOOK    AT  INFLATION 
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Inflation  is  one  of  the  most 
talked-of  national  issues  today.  It  is 
reflected  not  only  in  our  daily 
conversation,  but  in  our  daily 
living. 

Everything  has  gone  up 
dramatically.  The  Cost  of  Living 
has  risen  16.3  percent  since  1961. 
For  the  eight  years,  1961-1698,  the 
increase  averages  out  at  6.2  percent 
per  year. 

The  graph  above  shows  that  the 
Cost  of  Living  has  accelerated 
greatly  in  the  last  three  years.  This 
acceleration  is  moving  even  more 
rapidly  now.  The  latest  Cost  of 
Living  Index  available  is  for  June, 
1969.  This  figure  is  22.5  percent 
higher  than  it  was  in  1961  and 
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shows  in  percentage  figures  a  6.2 
percent  increase  since  the  first  of 
the  year. 

In  bemoaning  the  effects  of 
inflation,  most  people  overlook 
two  facts.  First,  the  fundamental 
cause  of  inflation  is  an  excess  of 
spendable  money  competing  for 
goods  and  services.  Second,  this 
excess  of  spendable  money 
generally  can  only  be  created  when 
profits,  salaries,  investment  returns, 
and  wages  have  increased  at  the 
same,  or  at  a  higher  rate,  than  the 
increase  in  the  Cost  of  Living. 

While  the  cost  of  most 
everything  we  need  and  enjoy  has 
gone  up,  the  cost  of  going  to 
church  has  remained  constant.  It  is 
free.  However,  if  our  church  is  to 
serve  and  help  us  as  it  has  in  the 
past,  church  giving  must  keep  pace 
with  inflation.  The  goods  and 
services  required  by  our  church 
have  generally  kept  pace  with  the 
increases  in  the  Cost  of  Living. 

Our  incomes  have  generally  kept 
pace  with  inflation,  but  what  about 
our  church  giving?  In  the  past  few 
years  when  we  have  given  the 
church  "the  same  as  last  year"  or 
"the  same  as  in  the  past,"  we  have 
been  "short  changing"  the  Lord. 

Just  to  stay  even  -  assuming 
that  our  past  contributions  have 
returned  to  Him  a  fair  share  of 
what  He  has  bestowed  on  us  -  our 
contributions  to  His  work  must 
reflect  the  increases  in  our 
incomes. 


What  is  Christian 
Stewardship? 

There  are  a  number  of  good 
definitions.  The  Bishops  of  the 
Episcopal  Church  recently  defined 
it  as  the  offering  a  human  being 
makes  of  himself  -  in  free  and 
thankful  obedience  to  God.  God 
gives  us  our  existence  and  all  that 
goes  with  it,  in  an  act  of  love  and 
for  the  sake  of  love,  to  the  end  that 
we  shall  respond  to  him  as 
Christ-like  children.  Our  response, 
our  offering,  is  to  grow  up  in  him 
and  to  work  with  him,  using  all  the 
gifts  he  has  given  us,  that  we  may 
follow  Jesus  and  that  the  world 
may  know  Jesus  as  Lord  and 
Saviour. 

The  word  "stewardship"  means 
the  management  of  something 
which  belongs  to  another.  It  comes 
from  the  word  "sty-ward."  The 
styward  was  a  keeper  of  pigs.  The 
styward  didn't  own  the  pigs  he 
simply  fed  and  cared  for  them.  The 
Christian  steward  is  the  manager  of 
God's  gifts.  He  has  been  entrusted 
with  a  life,  a  vocation,  a  portion  of 
time,  money,  and  skills.  These 
things  are  entrusted  to  the 
Christian  steward  to  take  care  of 
and  use  wisely.  All  that  we  have 
comes  from  God,  Although  we  try 
very  hard,  it  is  impossible  to 
separate  the  sacred  from  the 
secular. 

Today's  steward  has  more  to 
manage  than  ever:  he  has  a  longer 
life,  greater  wealth,  increasing 
leisure,  wider  opportunities  for 
creative  living.  His  stewardship  goes 
beyond  himself.  He  is  a  custodian 
of  God's  possessions  and  a  as  a  part 
of  his  citizenship  in  a  nation,  as  a 
part  of  the  Holy  Catholic  Church 
and  as  an  individual,  in  the  dioceses 
of  East  Carolina,  in  your  home 
parish  or  mission. 

As  we  are  individual 
stewards  . ,  .  "keepers  of  God's 
love,  although  we  don't  own  it,"  so 
likewise  the  Church  exercises 
stewardship  for  the  body  of  Christ; 
is  "steward  of  Holy  mysteries,"  To 
the  Church  God's  Word  has  been 
given  to  preach  and  to  teach.  Holy 
Baptism  and  the  Eucharist  are  gifts 
of  God  to  be  used  to  redeem  a

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Diocesan  Stewardship  Committe  Offers 
Every  Member  Canvass  Help  to  Parishes 


To  help  parishes  that  might  welcome 
aid  in  having  more  successful  Every 
Member  Canvasses,  Bishops  Wright  and 
Elebash  established  a  special  Diocesan 
Stewardship  Committee  early  this  year. 

"The  purpose  of  the  Stewardship 
Committee  was  to  determine  how  the 
Diocese,  and/or  individual  parishes  which 
had  had  successful  Every  Member 
Canvasses,  might  be  helpful  to  all 
parishes  in  this  important  part  of  our 
church  Hfe.  We  are  most  pleased  by  the 
spirit  and  results  of  the  Committee's 
work,"  Bishop  Elebash  said. 

The  Committee  is  composed  of  both 
clergy  and  lay  members,  representing 
both  large  and  small  parishes  from 
various  sections  of  the  Diocese.  The  one 
thing  that  the  members  have  in  common 
is  that  their  parishes  had  better  -  than  - 
average  Every  Member  Canvasses  last 
year,  the  Bishop  noted. 

The  Committee  Chairman  is  Walter 
Jones,  Christ  Church,  New  Bern.  Other 
members  are:  H.  Frank  Brown,  St. 
Mary's,  Kinston;  Reverend  Lawrence  K. 
Brown,  St.  Christopher's,  Havelock; 
Reverend  Frank  Fagan,  St.  Stephen's, 
Goldsboro;  Howard  Suttle,  St.  John's, 
Wilmington;  and  Reverend  Edward 
Small,  Good  Shepherd,  Wilmington. 

The  committee  members  held  several 
meetings  in  the  spring  and  summer.  They 
examined  existing  and  potential  practices 
which  they  thought  might  be  helpful  to 
parishes  in  their  Every  Member 
Canvasses.  One  basic  conclusion  they 
reached  early  was  that  there  is  no  one  set 
type  of  canvass  which  would  fill  the 
needs  of  all  parishes  under  all  conditions, 
and  secondly,  that  the  best  means  of 
being  helpful  to  parishes  would  be  by 
sharing  with  them  the  experiences  of 
several  parishes  which  had  successful 
Every  Member  Canvasses. 

Other  recorrmiendations  made  by  the 
Conrniittee  which  have  been  acted  on 
were: 

1.  That  the  Every  Member  Canvass 
chairmen  should  be  named  early  so  that 
they  can  have  proper  amount  of  time  to 
think  and  organize  their  programs.  Early 
in  June,  Bishop  Elebash  wrote  to  all 
parishes  asking  that  this  be  done,  and 
many  replied  promptly.

2.  That  a  synopsis  of  several  Every 
Member  Canvasses  that  had  been 
successful  last  year  be  produced  and  sent 
to  all  rectors  and  Every  Member  Canvass 
chairmen.  The  thought  was  that  one  of 
these  programs  in  its  entirety,  or  portions 
of  one  or  all,  might  be  helpful  to  parishes 
in  designing  programs  best  suited  to  their 
individual  parishes. 

3.  That  the  rectors,  the  Every  Member 
Canvass  chairmen,  and  other  interested 
persons  in  the  various  parishes  be  invited 
to  Area  Stewardship  meetings  at 
convenient  locations  throughout  the 
Diocese.  The  purpose  of  these  meetings, 
under  the  leadership  of  one  of  the 
Bishops  and  a  member  of  the 
Stewardship  Committee,  was  to  have 
general  discussion  of  the  problems  of 
Every  Member  Canvasses;  and  to  have  the 
formats  of  successful  Every  Member 
Canvasses  programs  explained  to  the 
group,  and  to  show  available  materials 
which  might  be  helpful  to  them  in  their 
programs. 

These  meetings  were  held  at  the 
following  locations  and  under  the 
leadership  noted:  September  14  -  St.

An  Interview  with  the  Rev.  WiUiam  J.  Hadden,  Jr. 
Episcopal  Chaplain  of  E.  Carolina  University 


CAMPUS  MINISTRY  -  E.  C.  U.  Chaplain  Bill  Hadden  chats  with  Dr.  Wan  S.  Han  of 
the  Department  of  Sociology  and  students  Evelina  Clark  and  Linda  Nichols. 


The  Mission  Herald  conducted 
an  interview  with  the  Rev.  WiUiam 
J.  Hadden,  Jr.,  Episcopal  Chaplain, 
East  Carolina  University. 

"First,  Mr.  Hadden,  a  personal 
question:  Why  does  a  man  choose 
to  be  a  university  Chaplain?" 

"As  far  as  I'm  personally  con- 
cerned, I'm  here  because  I  honestly 
feel  this  is  'where  the  action  is'  for 
me.  I  know  the  action  is  to  be 
found  also  in  the  parish,  in  the 
inner  city,  or  in  a  number  of  other 
exciting  places  today.  In  my  own 
personal  view,  however,  I  have  felt 
for  a  long  time  the  university  chap- 
laincy offers  a  man  an  opportunity 
to  meet  with  faculty  and  students 
in  an  intimacy  of  relationship  that 
is  personally  rewarding.  More  than 
this,  it  provides  a  most  sensitive 
place  of  contact  for  the  creative, 
redemptive  gospel  of  Christ  in  the 
dynamic  and  volatile  atmosphere 
of  the  academic  world  today." 

"How  many  Episcopal  faculty 
and  students  are  on  the  campus  of 
E.  C.  U.?" 

"Of  course,  as  in  the  local 
community,  there  are  many  there 
of  whom  we  have  no  record.  I 
would  say  that  we  have  this  fall 
about  600  students  of  record  and 
perhaps  10  percent  of  the  faculty 


of  600  or  60  Episcopal  professors 
and  instructors.  Along  with  this  are 
a  number  of  staff  and 
administration  people  who  are 
Episcopalians." 

"How  do  you  relate  to  these?" 

"Again,  as  in  the  local  parish,  I 
don't  bat  a  thousand  with  the 
total.  Because  we  are  number  two 
or  three  or  four,  we  do  try  harder. 
One  area  is  through  the  regular 
program  of  St.  Paul's  Church  just 
off  campus.  We  have  an  appreciable 
number  of  faculty  and  students  at 
worship  and  other  church 
programs.  I  preach  each  week  at 
the  11:15  service  which  is  made  up 
of  a  strong  faculty  student 
participation.  The  Rev.  Pat 
Houston,  rector  of  St.  Pauls,  a 
former  campus  chaplain,  has  given 
me  not  only  good  counsel,  but  his 
fullest  cooperation.  We  have  a 
Canterbury  meeting  for  students 
each  Wednesday  evening. 
Communion  is  celebrated  at  5:15 
and  supper  and  discussion  at  6:00. 

"My  afternoons  are  given  over 
to  counseling  students  in  my 
office.  "We  will  have  an  Episcopal 
faculty-student  retreat  at  Camp 
Leach,  October  24-26  and  a 
student  retreat  on  November 
14-1 6th. 


Continuing  Education 
Helps, Clergy,  Laity, 
and  Parishes 

Continuing  education  is 
beneficial  in  any  field  of  endeavor. 
It  has  long  been  a  proven  practice 
for  industry. 

There  is  a  great  need  for 
continuing  education  in  the  form 
of  training  courses,  refresher 
courses,  and  seminars  for  the  clergy 
and  laity  of  the  Diocese.  The 
Diocese  and  most  parishes 
recognize  this  need;  however, 
generally  it  is  only  the  larger 
parishes  that  can  afford  to  send 
their  clergy,  and  if  need  be,  to 
subsidize  part  of  the  expenses  of 
lay  people  at  such  meetings. 

One  of  the  aims  of  the  Diocese 
is  to  see  that  every  member  of  the 
clergy,  at  Diocesan  expense,  if 
necessary,  gets  to  attend  at  least 
once  a  year  training  courses  or 
refresher  courses  where  they  can 
learn  new  techniques,  exchange 
views  with  their  fellow  clergy,  and 
get  new  points  of  view  on  a  wide 
variety  of  church  and  church 
related  matters. 

Another  aim  of  the  Diocese  is  to 
subsidize,  if  necessary,  expenses  of 
lay  people  to  worthwhile  church 
meetings.  Now  in  most  parishes 
attendance  is  determined  by  the 
ability  of  lay  people  to  pay  their 
expenses. 

To  many  helping  to  assure  that 
the  clergy  and  laity  have  the 
benefit  of  continuing  Christian 
education  is  one  of  the  Diocese's 
most  fruitful,  important  programs. 

"Many  of  my  contacts  with 
students  are  made  informally  in  the 
Student  Union,  at  social  and 
athletic  events  or  wherever  I  might 
be  on  campus  at  the  moment.  We 
chaplains  make  much  use  of  the 
word  "presence"  today.  Some  of 
my  most  valuable  and  helpful 
dialogues  have  been  over  a  cup  of 
coffee  or  at  the  ping  pong  table. 

"Some  of  my  friends  in  the 
ministry  are,  I  suspect,  a  bit  jealous 
to  know  that  I  can  put  my  football 
ticket  on  my  expense  account.  It's 
nice  to  know  that  my  work 
requires  the  sacrifice  of  attending

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THE  FIFTH  YEAR 
"A  Time  For  .  .  .  Candor" 

Readers  of  The  Episcopal 
ChurchNews  may  recall  the  birth 
of  the  St.  Francis  congregation  in 
Goldsboro  some  five  years  ago.  It 
was  widely  advertised.  Eleven  acres 
of  land  in  the  Forest  Hill  area  east 
of  Goldsboro  on  U.  S.  70  were 
carefully  chosen  as  an  appropriate 
site  on  a  growing  edge  of  town 
adjacent  to  Wayne  Community 
College.  Close  by,  suburban 
developments  and  a  projected  new 
hospital  and  the  nearness  of 
Seymour-Johnson  Air  Force  Base 
were  formative  factors  in  the 
planning  done  by  St.  Stephen's 
Church  and  the  Diocese  of  East 
Carolina  and  the  small  group  of 
persons  who  comprised  St.  Francis 
Mission  initially. 

From  St.  Stephen's,  Goldsboro, 
and  the  Diocese,  St,  Francis  has 
received  extensive  financial  support 
from  the  beginning.  The  Kenan 
Fund  has  also  proved 
indispensable.  Debts  remaining 
from  buildings  erected  and  bought 
in  the  early  days  of  St.  Francis'  life 
are  presently  536,076.20.  Early 
planning  accented  an  architectural 
setting  providing  very  largely  for 
worship;  the  present  is  much 
influenced  by  that  central  decision. 

The  composition  of  the 
congregation  is  no  different  from 
any  other.  It  is  a  matter  of  people 
living,  working,  playing,  dying  and 
continuing  the  search  for  all  the 
avenues  through  which  God  can 
reach  persons  savingly. 

The  issues  which  are  clawing  the 
soul  of  mankind  to  shreds  are  no 
less  difficult  to  deal  with  in  a  new, 
small  transient  congregation  than 
in  any  other  kind  of  congregation. 
The  drives  for  promotional  activity 
and  self-preservation  still  tend  to 
crowd  out  the  central  reason  for 
being  the  Church  in  everyday  Hfe. 
In  the  "day  of  small  things"  it  is 
not  enough  just  to  make  a  go  of 
things  and  to  work  hard  at  what 
everyone  calls  —  success. 

A  perceptive  Christian  visitor  to 
St.  Francis  Mission  could  say  with

candor:  "It  is  not  enough  to  pay 
slowly  your  mortgages  or  to  pay 
cash  for  your  new  class  rooms  or 
even  to  attract  new  persons  and 
families  by  your  particular  brand 
of  friendliness  and  intimacy.  What 
about  the  old  ancient  questions'? 
Have  you  asked  yourselves: 

1.  What  is  the  truly  religious  job 
of  this  congregation? 

2.  How  can  all  that  is  done  here 
set  forward  that  truly  religious 
task'' 

3.  To  what  extent  is  everything 
you  are  doing  changing  the  lives  of 
those  involved? 

With  all  the  generous  subsidies 
and  loving  help  given  to  St.  Francis 
from  a  number  of  sources,  "the 
day  of  small  things"  may  not  end 
until  answers  are  discovered  and 
re-discovered  as  times  change. 
Ironically,  some  of  the  sufficient 
answers  may  not  appear  until  we 
are  ready  to  leave  the  eleven  acres 
behind  for  a  while  and  work  with 
other  groups,  churchmen  and 
congregations  whosoever  they  may 
be.

The  medical  team  visited  many  villages,  conducting  a 
follow-up  survey  of  more  than  350  children  born  at  Godden  Memorial  Hospital 
during  the  last  five  years.  Landrovers,  dugout  canoes  and  mission  vessels  were  used  to 
bring  East  Carolina  medical  volunteers  to  remote  communities. 


The  medical  volunteers  left 
home  July  5th  flying  directly  to 
Godden  Memorial  Hospital  at 
Lolowai  in  the  New  Hebrides 
Islands.  Here  they  were  met  by 
Archdeacon  Derek  A.  Rawchffe  of 
Southern  Melanesia  and  by  Dr. 
Bruce  Mackereth,  Medical 
Superintendent  at  the  hospital.  Dr. 
Mackereth  arranged  for  the  team  to 
spend  ten  days  together  at  his 
hospital  and  then  Dr.  Tayloe  and 
Mrs.  Marsh  were  flown  to  the 
Presbyterian  Hospital  at  Vila  where 
they  worked  with  and  assisted  the 
staff  in  both  orthopedics  and  X-ray 
fields. 

The  group  lived  with  mission 
families  on  the  hospital  stations 
during  their  July  visit.  They 
traveled  to  isolated  village 
dispensaries  on  a  number  of 
occasions  working  side  by  side  with 
the  mission  staffs,  assisting  in  the 
training  of  Melanesian  student 
nurses,  examining  patients,  giving 
injections  and  seeing  first  hand  the 
difficulties  experienced  by  medical 
missionaries  in  healing  the  sick  in 
remote,  far  away  places. 

The  team  of  volunteers  also  had 
an  opportunity  to  visit  in  several 
Anglican  schools  where  they  told 
something  of  the  work  of  the 
Church  in  East  Carolina,  showed 
slides  of  Melanesian  clergy,  the  Rt. 
Rev.  Leonard  Alufurai  and  the 
Rev.  Augustine  Malefodola,  visiting 
in  the  Diocese  of  East  Carolina, 
and  answered  questions  about  the 
space  program  and  the  men  on  the 
moon. 

The  medical  team  visit  was  an 
ecumenical  effort  involving  both 
Anglican  and  Presbyterian 
hospitals,  a  call  at  the  Churches  of 
Christ  Dispensary  and  School  on 
Maewo  Island  and  if  weather  had 
permitted,  Mrs.  Marsh  was 
scheduled  to  spend  4  days  at  a 
Seventh  Day  Adventist  hospital 
near  Santo,  but  after  four 
attempted  flights,  this  part  of  her 
schedule  had  to  be  cancelled  due  to 
impossible  flying  weather. 

"Much  progress  is  evident  in 
medicine  and  education  in 
Melanesia,"  reports  Bill  Page  who 
visited  the  same  area  with  Walker 


Taylor  in  1965,  "and  East  Carohna 
has  played  a  part  in  assisting  the 
Diocese  of  Melanesia  in  this  work 
with  our  4  annual  MRI  projects. 
But  perhaps  the  greatest 
contribution  we  have  made  is  in 
the  skills  and  talents  of  the  Medical 
Team  whose  members  offered 
abilities  which  no  amount  of 
money  alone  could  buy.  And  in 
return,  Melanesia  has  shown  us  the 
kind  of  commitment,  deep  faith 
and  dedication  on  the  part  of  the 
laity  there  and  which  we  perhaps 
need  to  receive  from  them." 

United  Thank  Offering 
Grants  Allocated 

At  the  September  meeting  of  the 
Committee  for  Women,  decisions  on 
United  Thank  Offering  requests  for  1969 
will  be  made.  A  total  of  102  requests 
have  been  received  amounting  to  a  little 
over  $3,000,000.  As  of  July  31,  1969, 
the  offering  to  be  allocated  totaled 
$1,231,997.61,  with  every  reason  to 
think  an  additional  amount  will  be  added 
before  the  date  of  allocation  in 
September.  These  requests  come  from  all 
over  the  world,  for  needs  within  the 
Episcopal  Church  and  the  Anglican 
Communion,  as  well  as  for'  ecumenical 
needs.

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Purchasing  Power  of  Dollar  Declines

Purchasing  power  oi  dollar  since  1961. 
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The  purchasing  power  of  the 
dollar  has  shown  a  very  significant 
decline  in  the  last  eight  years. 

The  graph  above  indicates  that 
the  purchasing  power  of  the  dollar 
for  the  past  eight  years  with  a  1961 
dollar  representing  one  hundred 
cents  (100  cents). 


The  greatest  decline  has 
occurred  in  the  past  three  years 
and  the  decline  has  been  even 
steeper  in  1969.  The  June,  1969, 
dollar  had  the  purchasing  power  of 
72,4  cents  when  compared  to  the 
1961  dollar. 


The  reduction  in  purchasing 
power  of  the  dollar  reflects  in  the 
operation  of  our  churches  as  it 
does  in  our  homes.  When  we  give 
our  churches  "the  same  as  last 
year"  or  "the  same  as  in  the  past," 
we  cannot  look  to  our  churches  to 
serve  our  needs  as  they  have  in  the 
past.  This  year's  dollar  cannot  buy 
as  much  in  goods  and  services  as 
last  year's  dollar.

Amsterdam,  Evanston  and  New 
Delhi.  He  has  been  a  member  of 
the  Department  of  International 
Affairs  of  the  National  Council  of 
Churches,  and  is  a  vestryman  of 
Trinity  Church,  New  York  City. 

He  is  the  author  of  a  book  —  A 
Layman  Looks  at  the  Church  - 
pubUshed  by  Seabury  Press  in 
1964.  During  World  War  II  he 
served  as  historical  officer  in  the 
Marine  Corps  in  the  Pacific,  and  is 
a  retired  Lieutenant-Colonel  in  the 
Marine  Reserves.

Liberal  Response 
for  Biafra-Ni^eria 

BONN,  WEST  GERMANY  - 
SomQ  $40  million  has  been  raised 
thus  far  by  25  church  agencies  in 
17  countries  for  emergency  relief 
assistance  to  Biafra-Nigeria 
according  to  data  released  by  West 
German  Protestant  and  Roman 
Cathohc  organizations. 

About  two-fifths  —  or  $16 
million  —  of  the  funds  were 
contributed  by  an  Evangelical 
Church  of  Germany  agency  and  the 
German  Catholic  Caritas 
Association. 

Operating  commonly  under  the 
name  Joint  Church  Aid,  the 
assistance  of  the  25  agencies, 
including  Church  World  Service  has 
been  concentrated  on  maintaining 
the  airbridge  between  Sao  Tome 
and  Biafra,  feeding  1,400,000 
refugees  daily,  establishing 
children's  homes,  and  instituting  an 
agricultural  program  which  aims  at 
increasing  food  production  within

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HELP  PROVIDED 

FOR  CLERGY: 

"Clergy  are  human,  too,"  was 
the  comment  of  one  of  the 
members  of  the  Advisory 
Committee  on  Pastoral 
Development  in  the  Fourth 
Province  which  met  August  3rd 
and  4th  in  Tampa,  Florida.  In  June 
the  Synod  of  the  Province  had 
adopted  a  proposal  and  enabling 
resolution  for  the  institution  of  a 
program  of  pastoral  development 
for  the  clergy  in  the  Province 
(commonly  called  the  Province  of 
Sewanee).  The  Advisory 
Committee  of  three  .bishops,  three 
priests  and  three  psychiatrists,  was 
appointed  immediately  after  Synod 
adjourned.  The  Rt.  Rev.  Milton  L. 
Wood,  Suffragan  Bishop  of 
Atlanta,  is  the  convenor,  but  was 
unable  to  attend  the  August 
meeting;  in  his  stead  the  Rt.  Rev. 
David  E.  Richards  presided. 

The  Province  of  Sewanee  is  not 
the  first  to  undertake  a  program 
under  the  auspices  of  the  House  of 
Bishops  committee.  Provinces,  I,  II 
and  III  enter  into  a  cooperative 
arrangement,  September  1st,  with 
the  Northeast  Career  Center  in 
Princeton,  N.  J.,  which  is  under  the 
auspices  of  the  United  Presbyterian 
Church. 

The  Tampa  meeting  was 
attended  by  five  members  of  the 
Advisory  Committee,  the  Very 
Rev.  John  A.  Benton,  Jr.,  and 
members  of  the  staff  of  the 
Episcopal  Counseling  Center,  in 
Tampa.  Dean  Benton  is  Director  of 
the  Center,  and  has  been 
designated  the  director  of  a  study 
to  determine  what  the  clergy  of  the 
Province  believe  they  need  in  the 
way  of  pastoral  care  by  their 
bishops,  and  what  resources  there 
are  upon  which  they  can  call  or  to 
which  they  can  be  referred  for

NO  BUDGETED  FUNDS  TO  BE  USED

GREENWICH,  Conn.  -  The 
Executive  Council  of  the  Episcopal 
Church  has  affirmed  that  no  funds 
budgeted  for  the  general  Church 
program  or  any  money  pledged  by 
Dioceses  to  meet  their  quotas  will 
be  used  for  the  National 
Committee  of  Black  Churchmen  or 
the  National  Committee  on  Indian 
Work  in  fulfilling  allocations  to 
these  groups  directed  by  its  recent 
special  Convention  at  the 
University  of  Notre  Dame. 

The  Special  General  Convention 
II  of  the  Church,  held  at  South 
Bend,  Ind.,  August  31  to 
September  5,  had  authorized  the 
Executive  Council  to  allocate  at 
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least  $200,000  to  the  N.C.B.C.  and 
at  least  $100,000  to  aid  Indian  and 
Eskimo  communities  througli  the 
National  Committee  on  Indian 
Work. 

The  formal  resolution  stated: 
"Resolved,  that  the  Executive 
Council  interprets  the  foregoing 
action  of  Special  General 
Convention  as  not  authorizing  for 
these  allocations  the  use  of 
budgeted  General  Church  Program 
funds  or  the  use  of  any  pledged 
money  received  or  to  be  received 
from  Dioceses  in  response  to 
accepted  quotas." 

In  a  parallel  action  on  the 
N.C.B.C,  the  Council  in  another 
resolution  asserted  that  it  "does 
now  determine  that  the  National 
Committee  of  Black  Churchmen 
meets  the  criteria  established  in 
1967  for  programs  of 
self-determination  and  economic 
development." 

The  vote  on  the  N.C.B.C.  was 
followed  by  approval  of  a  special 
grant  of  $10,000  under  the 
Church's  "Special  Program"  to  be 
used  by  N.C.B.C.  for  administrative 
purposes.  This  funding  has  no 
relation  to  the  allocations 
authorized  by  Convention  for 
N.C.B.C. 


Clinton  Women 
Hold  Week^End 
Conference

Under  the  sponsorship  of  the 
Episcopal  Churchwomen,  a  group 
from  St.  Paul's  Church,  Clinton, 
attended  a  week-end  conference  at 
Camp  Leach  Conference  Center  on 
September  12-14.  Director  for  the 
conference  was  the  Rev.  Robert 
Holt,  of  Plymouth,  assisted  by  the 
rector  at  St.  Paul's,  Thomas 
Midyette,  III. 

The  weekend  was  spent  in 
evaluating  the  movie  shown  on 
Friday  night,  "The  Pawnbroker" 
and  applying  its  teachings  to  the 
group.  Using  the  theme,  "What 
single  thing  holds  your  life 
together?"  and  "Would  this  one 
thing  sustain  and  redeem  you  if 
faced  with  the  terrible  situation 
shown  in  the  movie?",  the  women 
broke  into  groups  to  wrestle  with 
what  were  the  verities  of  their  lives, 
and  to  measure  these  against 
possible  tragedy  or  hardship  where 
life  seemed  to  have  no  meaning. 
When  they  re-assembled,  they 
found  a  new  question  awaiting 
them:  "When  your  cup  is  drained, 
where  do  you  get  a  re-fill?"  It  was 
agreed  that  we  re-fill  our  life 
through  Jesus  Christ,  both  in  the 
relationships  we  share  with  each 
other  and  in  the  Ufe-giving 
sacraments  of  the  Church.  On 
Saturday  night  this  question  was 
also  tested:  If  this  statement  is 
true,  then  how  do  we  respond  to  it 
and  what  responsibilities  does  it 
place  on  us?  The  conclusion  was 
that  we  must  share  our  cup  of  life, 
or  it  becomes  inadequate;  that  we 
realize  the  difficulty  in  trying  to 
share;  but  that  we  can  remain  open 
to  other  people's  needs,  and  be  on 
hand  in  spirit  and  in  flesh  to  aid.

BISHOPS  DIFFER 
ON  CONVENTION 

Considerable  difference  of 
opinion  on  the  work  of  Special 
General  Convention  II  at  South 
Bend  appears  in  the  various 
diocesan  journals  coming  to  the 
office  of  the  MISSION  HERALD. 

Bishop  Hallock  of  Milwaukee 
thinks  that  this  was  "a  truly  great 
convention."  In  a  message 
published  in  the  Milwaukee 
Churchman  he  says:  "There  never 
was  a  convention  like  it  before  and 
there  very  well  may  be  more  like  it 
in  the  future.  It  was  and  will  be  a 
great  landmark  because  for  the  first 
time  in  the  Episcopal  Church's 
history  deliberate  provision  was 
made  to  hear  from  other  than  the 
official  establishment 
representatives." 

On  the  other  hand,  Bishop 
Pinckney  of  Upper  South  Carolina 
feels  quite  differently.  In  a  pastoral 
letter  in  the  Piedmont  Churchman 
he  says:  "A  group  from  the  Black 
Economic  Development 
Conference  seized  the  rostrum  and 
microphone  demanding  to  be  heard 
on  the  subject  of  white  racism  in 
the  Episcopal  Church  .  .  .  They 
were  allowed  to  speak,  not  by  a 
vote  of  the  majority,  but  as  ruled 
by  the  Presiding  Bishop.  This 
action  immediately  turned  the 
Convention  into  a  highly  emotional 
and  sentimental  state,  causing  it  to 
act  in  illogical,  unrealistic  and 
unpatriotic  terms."

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EXPERIMENT  IN  CLINTON 


Fall  Convocations 
Reported. 

The  Fall  Convocations  for  the 
Episcopal  Churchwomen  of  East 
Carolina  were  held  at  St.  Thomas' 
Church,  Windsor;  and  at  St.  Paul's 
Church,  Edenton,  on  November  5 
and  6. 

Mrs.  Irwin  Hulbert  presided  at 
Windsor  and  Mrs.  Louis  Poisson  at 
Clinton.  Both  meetings  convened  at 
10  a.m.  and  followed  a  format 
consisting  of  group  discussions 
which  examined  and  analyzed 
common  hopes,  goals,  concerns  and 
ideas  of  the  Church  as  they  relate 
to  present-day  living.  Results  of  the 
discussions  were  presented  by  a 
group  recorder  to  a  panel  made  up 
of  three  members  of  the  East 
Carolina  delegation  to  the  Special 
Convention  at  Notre  Dame. 

After  lunch  Bishop  Elebash 
summarized  the  day's  findings. 

The  number  present  at  Edenton 
was  1 29  and  the  offering  amounted 
to  $310.22.  127  attended  the 
Wilmington  meeting  and  this 
offering  was  $307.73.  Half  of  the 
combined  offering  will  be  sent  to 
aid  the  victims  of  Hurricane  Camille 
and  the  other  half  will  be  used  to 
supplement  U.T.O.  grants  given  to 
East  Carolina.  These  grants  were  to 
a  day  care  center  in  Warsaw,  a 
sheltered  workshop  for  retarded 
children  in  Lumberton  and  to  the 
Sandy  Grove  Day  Care  Center  in 
Lumberton.

An  experiment  in  Christian 
Mission,  now  in  its  second  year  at 
St.  Paul's  Church,  Clinton,  is 
manifesting  to  concerned  parents 
and  citizens  that  the  women  of  St. 
Paul's  are  doing  more  than  paying 
lip-service  to  their  faith.  Called  the 
Developmental  School  for  Retarded 
Children,  this  noteworthy  project  is 
the  outgrowth  of  several  trips  taken 
by  various  women  and  by  the 
rector,  the  Rev.  Thomas  Midyette, 
to  see  a  similar  school  that  operates 
in  Goldsboro.  Following  these  visits 
last  January,  and  instructional 
courses  offered  our  women  by  the 
director  and  her  assistant  from 
Goldsboro,  St.  Paul's  opened  its 
doors  to  a  small  group  of  retarded 
children  in  February  of  last  year. 
Each  Wednesday  morning  was  given 
by  volunteers  to  this  work,  headed 
by  Mrs.  Douglas  Packard.  The 
school  continued  on  a  trial  basis  for 
the  remainder  of  the  regular  school 
year. 

From  that  initial  beginning  of 
one  day  a  week,  the  school  has 
begun  a  two-day  program  this 
October  and  hopes  to  go  on  a  three 
day  basis  soon.  Several  volunteers 
from  other  churches  have  joined 
those  who  work  from  St.  Paul's; 
some  driving  from  nearby  towns  to 
be    a   part   of   this   work.  The

Developmental  School  is  also 
cooperating  with  the  Sampson 
County  Association  of  Retarded 
Children,  a  newly-formed 
organization.  If,  and  when,  a 
day-care  center  is  started  by  the 
Association,  St.  Paul's  has  offered 
the  use  of  its  Parish  House;  the 
center  to  run  concurrently  with  the 
Developmental  School. 

The  program  of  the 
Developmental  School  is  that  of 
muscular  and  body  coordination 
training;  in  an  endeavor  to  develop 
motor  skills,  and  to  aid  a  child  to 
become  aware  of  his  own  arms  and 
legs  and  to  use  them.  To  this  end  a 
volunteer  works  with  a  child  on  the 
floor  in  exercises  known  as  "rolling 
over"  and  "leg  push."  Five  women 
exercise  a  child's  muscles  in  a 
"patterning"  which  is  done  at  a 
padded  table,  with  the  child's  head, 
arms  and  legs  being  moved  in 
rhythmic  pattern  to  simulate  the 
crawling  motion  and  other 
pre-requisite  techniques,  ordinarily 
mastered  by  the  average  child 
before  age  one.

NEW  YORK,  N.  Y.  -  The  Rt. 
Rev.  Dillard  H.  Brown,  Episcopal 
Bishop  of  Liberia,  was  buried  on 
the  grounds  of  Bromley  Episcopal 
Girls'  School,  following  a  state 
funeral  in  Monrovia,  Sunday, 
November  23. 

A  memorial  was  also  held  on 
Saturday  at  which  time  President 
William  V.  S.  Tubman,  Liberian 
head  of  state,  delivered  a  speech 
honoring  the  Bishop. 

Bishop  Brown  and  Claude  Nader, 
the  district  treasurer,  were  killed  by 
a  gunman  in  the  district  office, 
Monrovia,  November  19. 
Authorities  are  holding  Justin  Obi, 
a  Nigerian,  once  employed  at 
Cuttington  College,  an  Episcopal 
school  in  Suacoco,  Liberia.  No 
specific  reason  for  the  killing  is 
known.

"In  these  days  of  polarization 
and  division,"  he  said,  "we  are 
happily  free  of  divisions.  The 
strongest  force  making  for  unity  is 
the  respect  and  admiration  —  I 
would  say  even  affection  -  in 
which  we  hold  our  bishops. 

"Bishop  Wright  and  Bishop 
Elebash  are  pastors  concerned  for 
the  spiritual  welfare  of  their  people, 
and  administrators  capable  of 
conducting  the  affairs  of  the 
Diocese  in  an  efficient  and 
Christian  manner." 


It  would  be  trite  to  say  that  the 
state  of  the  Church  anywhere  in 
America  today  is  less  than  good  — 
certainly  on  the  surface.  The  whole 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ  is  wracked 
with  dissension  and 
misunderstanding.  Roman  CathoHcs 
as  well  as  Protestants.  Theology  as 
well  as  human  behavior  and  social 
activism.  Groups  within  the  Church 
have  become  polarized.  This 
disconcerting  picture  cuts  deep 
within  the  heart  of  the  Church 
where  it  hurts  the  most.  This  year, 
for  example,  perhaps  fewer  young 
men  than  in  a  half  century  have 
offered  themselves  for  the  ministry. 
The  by-product  of  this  is  that  the 
support  of  the  Church  financially  is 
gravely  threatened.  In  our  own 
Diocese,  for  the  first  time  in  the 
twenty-five  years  that  I  have  been 
Bishop,  our  Budget  will  not  be 
increased,  as  the  pledges  of  our 
people  to  their  local  Church  -  the 
local  Church  to  the  Diocese  -  and 
the  Diocese  to  the  General  Church 
—  have  necessitated  an  approximate 
10  percent  reduction  in  the  overall 
picture.  All  of  this  will  be  presented 
to  you  by  our  Treasurer  this 
afternoon. 

Now,  one  would  not  be 
knowledgeable  unless  he 
understood  that  the  reasons  for  this 
are  deeply  rooted  in  the  climate  of 
our  times.  And  unless  one 
understands  this,  he  cannot  begin 
to  grasp  adequately  the  problems 
that  our  Church  is  facing  today. 
Dean  Guthrie,  of  the  Cambridge 
Episcopal  Seminary,  says  that  the 
conditions  facing  the  Church  today 
can  only  be  equalled  by  the  first 
five  centuries  of  the  Christian  era.

Missionary  Tractor  in  use  at  Lolowai,  New 
replaced. 

Funds  from  East  Carolina's  1970 
Lenten  Offering  will  be  used  to 
purchase  a  new  tractor,  and  if 
possible,  a  trailer  for  use  at 
Lolowai,  New  Hebrides  Islands,  in 
the  Diocese  of  Melanesia. 

This  tractor  serves  a  variety  of 
uses.  It  is  used  to  cultivate  garden 
areas,  haul  food  from  the  gardens 
to  the  hospital  kitchen,  carry 
freight  and  drums  of  fuel  oil  from 
the  ship  landing  to  the  schools  and 
hospital,  open  new  roads  and  level 
building  sites  with  its  bulldozer 
blade,  mow  the  nearby  1,800  foot 
air  strip,  soccer  field  and  other 
cleared  areas  and  do  all  heavy 
moving  at  the  several  Mission 
institutions  on  the  Island  of  Aoba. 
Along  with  a  Landrover  (Jeep),  the 
tractor  serves  as  the  only  other 
4-wheel  vehicle  owned  by  the 
church  activities  in  the  New 
Hebrides.  It  is  anticipated  that  the 
tractor  will  be  purchased  in 
Australia  so  that  parts  may  be 
interchangeable  with  the  present 
old  tractor.

Anne  Shepard  Graham 
Leaves  Sequest 

(From  the  Bishop's  Address) 

On  Christmas  Day,  1969,  Anne 
Shepard  Graham  passed  into  God's 
Eternal  Hands.  She  had  been  ill  for 
many  years,  but  she  bore  her  illness 
with  true  Christian  spirit  and  a  deep 
and  abiding  faith.  Her  fine  Christian 
character  will  long  be  remembered 
by  the  Bishop  of  this  Diocese  and 
those  who  knew  and  loved  her. 
Through  the  years,  Anne  Shepard 
Graham  had  been  a  benefactor  to 
the  Diocese  of  East  Carolina. 
Twenty-five  years  ago  she  began 
making  gifts  to  the  Diocese, 
enabling  literally  dozens  of  small 
Mission  Churches  to  become  better 
equipped  and  more  useful  through 
repairs,  renovations,  and  rebuilding. 
Anne  Shepard  Graham,  in  her  Last 
Will  and  Testament,  left  the 
Diocese  the  sum  of  $75,000.00, 
and  I  now  quote  what  she  has 
written: 

"I  give  and  bequeath  to  the 
Episcopal  Foundation  of  the 
Diocese  of  East  Carolina, 
Incorporated,  the  sum  of 
Seventy-five  Thousand  Dollars,  to 
be  known  as  the  'Anne  Shepard 
Graham  Building  Fund';  this  fund 
to  be  invested  and  the  income 
therefrom  to  be  used  by  the 
Diocese  of  East  Carolina  for  capital 
improvements  at  missions,  camps, 
conference  centers,  schools,  or  any 
other  properties  owned  and 
operated  by  the  Diocese  of  East 
Carolina.  I  further  direct  that  20 
percent  of  tfie  income  be 
re-invested  and  added  to  the  capital 
of  the  fund  for  a  period  of  ten 
years  after  this  fund  has  been 
received  by  the  Episcopal 
Foundation  of  the  Diocese  of  East 
Carolina,  Incorporated." 

May  God  bless  this  dedicated 
member  of  this  Diocese.

Pipe  to  extend  water  system 
from  Torgil  Lake  to  Aobabulu 
School.  Sea  water  and  rain  are  pres- 
ently the  only  sources  available  to 
100  students  and  teachers. 
$600.00. 

One  staff  house  at  Lolowai  for 
Educational  Supervisor.  East  Caro- 
lina's 1969  MRI  funds  have  already 
provided  the  first  $1,500  toward 
this  building.  Additional  needed  to 
complete:  $2,500.00. 

One  Landrover  vehicle  and  trailer 
to  replace  the  one  battered  4-wheel 
vehicle  available  at  Lolowai. 
$4,000.00. 

Bandages:  These  are  one  of  the 
most  essential  things  you  can  send. 
Knit  them  or  tear  discarded  sheets 
into  4"  width.  Roll  these  up  and 
place  a  rubber  band  around  the  roll. 
The  hospital  can  also  use  larger 
pieces  of  sheets  for  large  wounds 
and  abscesses.  Leper  patients  have 
ulcerating  abscesses  which  need 
changing  daily. 

Maternity  Department:  Can  use 
discarded  layettes,  diapers,  towels, 
wash  cloths,  bars  of  soap,  baby 
blankets,  safety  pins,  bedding, 
sheets,  pillowcases,  light  blankets. 

Sewing  Supplies:  Needles, 
thread,  safety  pins,  straight  pins, 
buttons  and  remnants  of  cotton  or 
other  yard  goods  of  IV2  yards  or 
longer.

But  we 
plan  to  make  this  experimental 
investment  of  some  of  our  ablest 
manpower,  to  test  this  way  of 
building  a  fresh  sense  of 
comradeship  between  the  dioceses 
and  the  National  Church." 

Mr.  Walker  Taylor,  Jr.,  director 
of  the  section  for  Service  to 
Dioceses,  will  serve  as  chairman. 
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ALL  NEWS  MEDIA  WILL  COVER  CONVENTION 

By  resolution  of  the  Agenda 
Committee  for  the  General 
Convention  meeting  in  Houston, 
Texas,  October  11-22,  the  sessions 
will  be  completely  open  to  all 
qualified  news  media,  including 
press,  radio,  television  and  film 
reports. 

The  Rev.  Frank  Fagan,  rector  of 
St.  Stephen's  Church,  Goldsboro, 
will  assist  in  coordinating  radio  and 
television  coverage  of  the 
Convention.  This  will  include  news 
feeds  to  radio  stations,  arrangement 
of  TV  coverage  of  top  news  events 
and  filling  requests  for  interviews. 

The  radio  section  also  will  be 
responsible  for  establishing  a 
code-a-phone  operation  which  will 
make  it  possible  to  dial  a  phone 
number  from  any  place  in  the 
country  and  get  an 
up-to-the-minute  brief  report  on 
the  happenings  at  Houston.  The 
News  Director  will  be  responsible 
for  preparing  a  2-minute  news 
resume  for  this  purpose  each 
morning.  Any  interested  person 
may  dial  713-228-0781,  and  receive 
this  report  at  a  cost  of  70  cents. 

A  staff  of  thirteen  news  people, 
headed  by  a  Press  Officer  and  a 
News  Director,  will  staff  the  Press 
Room.  There  will  be  two  reporters 
each  assigned  to  cover  the  House  of 
Bishops,  the  House  of  Deputies  and 
the  Women's  Triennial.  These 
reporters  will  be  responsible  for 
summary  stories  of  discussion  and 
action  in  the  three  Houses, 
including  speech  texts,  resolutions, 
committee  reports,  etc. 

Press  briefings  will  be  held  daily 
during  the  Convention  on  those 
days  when  there  are  legislative 
sessions.  Press  conferences  are  also 
planned  on  a  daily  basis.  These 
conferences  will  feature  prominent 
participants  in  the  Convention  and 
will  provide  an  opportunity  for 
feature  interviews

So  let's  forget  the  dream  of  the 
future.  Let's  get  back  down  to 
earth  and  face  some  of  the  duties 
we  must  perform  now  if  we  are  to 
keep  this  money  flow  coming  in, 
and  not  only  keep  it  coming  in  but 
expand  it.  Don't  every  forget  that 
this  "money  flow"  is  a  primary 
responsibility.  No  matter  how  you 
dress  it  up  in  "high  sounding 
phrases,"  no  matter  how  you 
describe  it  in  lofty  terms  ...  no 
matter  if  you  spell  it  backwards  ... 
sideways  ...  or  up-side  down...  it 
still  comes  out  Money 
(M-O-N-E-Y).  In  the  most 
simple  terms,  the  Every  Member 
Canvass  is  responsible  for  the 
financial  well  being  of  the  Parish  or 
Mission  for  the  coming  year. 

Last  year  the  Diocese  of  East 
Carolina  not  only  failed  to  increase 
its  budget  for  the  first  time  in  over 
25  years,  but  was  down  some  15%. 
This  meant  that  we  could,  at  best, 
"hold  our  own"  and  then  even 
barely  do  so.  Certainly  no  new 
work  could  be  started.  It  is  my 
humble  opinion  that  the  budget  for 
this  Diocese  is  extremely  low  when 
one  takes  into  consideration  the 
great  potential  for  this  outstanding 
Diocese  that  has  for  so  long 
treasured  its  heritage  and 
represented  such  an  important 
segment  of  society  in  this  section  of 
the  state.  There  is  much  that  could 


be  done.  There  is  much  that  should 
be  done  in  order  to  go  forward  in 
Hisname.

The  gift  of  a  new  organ  is 
announced  by  the  Church  of  the 
Good  Shepherd,  Wilmington. 
Special  dedication  services  were 
held  June  14. 

To  be  known  as  the  "William  P. 
Melton  Memorial  Organ",  the 
instrument  is  the  gift  of  Doris 
Parrish  Melton  in  memory  of  her 
husband. 

William  Penn  Melton  was  born  in 
Wilmington  on  October  30,  1923. 
He  attended  the  local  schools  and 
served  in  the  armed  forces  during 
World  War  II  in  both  the  European 
and  Pacific  theaters.  As  a  member 
of  the  437th  Squadron  of  the  Ninth 
Air  Force  he  was  awarded  the 
French  Croix  de  Guerre  by  General 
De  Gaulle  on  May  11,  1944  for 
action  in  support  of  the  great 
French  offensive  of  that  year. 

Returning  to  Wilmington  after 
the  war,  he  developed  an  interest  in 


music  and  organized  his  own 
musical  company,  the  "Billy 
Melton  Band."  In  addition  to 
professional  engagements  the  band 
played  many  benefit  concerts, 
among  them  one  for  the  senior 
citizens  and  for  Good  Shepherd 
Church. 

He  served  as  vestryman  and 
member  of  the  music  committee  of 
his  church,  and  was  instrumental  in 
providing  sound  equipment  for  the 
services. 


Bishop  GosneO  Reports 
on  Hurricane  Celia 


Bishop  Harold  C.  Gosnell  of  West 
Texas  has  given  the  following 
report  of  the  damage  caused  by 
HurricaneCelia,  in  a  pastoral  letter 
to  his  clergy: 

"Our  School  building  and  office 
building  in  St.  Martin's 
Intercultural  Mission  have  been 
completely  destroyed,  the 
cafetorium  has  been  badly  damaged 
with  a  buckeled,  and  all  files, 
library  books  and  personal  books 
and  effects  of  the  clergy  are  gone. 
The  church  is  in  pretty  good  shape, 
but  most  of  the  parishoners  have 
lost  both  homes  and  possessions. 

We  went  on  to  St. 
Bartholomew's  to  find  heavy  water 
damage  and  most  of  the  glass  gone 
as  well  as  some  of  the  roof.  All 
Saints'  had  their  tower  blown  down 
into  the  roof  of  the  nave,  and  had 
wall,  roof  and  water  damage.  Good 
Shepherd  had  part  of  their  stained 
glass  blown  out  and  several 
windows  in  their  school  building. 

St.  Christopher's  at  Portland, 
dedicated  June  26,  had  the  whole 
front  end  of  the  church  blown  in 
and  severe  water  damage.  The  roof 
was  blown  off  a  portion  of  the 
rectory,  holes  blown  through  the 
siding  and  the  whole  house 
drenched  with  rain.  Bill  and  Jan 
Campbell  need  your  help  and  your 
prayers!

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PRAYER  BOOK  REVISION  SUBJECT  OF  MEET 


The  Liturgical  Commission  of 
the  Diocese,  under  the  direction  of 
the  Rev.  John  Gilchrist,  will 
sponsor  a  conference  to  be  held  in 
St.  Paul's  Church,  Beaufort, 
beginning  at  10:00  A.M.  and  ending 
at  5:30  P.M.  on  November  10. 

Leader  of  the  Conference  will  be 
the  Rev.  Bonnell  Spencer,  O.H.C., 
who  is  a  member  of  the  Standing 
Liturgical  Commission  of  the 
Episcopal  Church.  Each  clergyman 
is  asked  to  bring  a  lay  person  to 
join  in  this  conference. 

The  purpose  of  this  conference, 
according  to  Mr.  Gilchrist,  is  to 
consider  whatever  changes  in  the 
Prayer  Book  may  have  been  made 
by  General  Convention.  "The 
t  Liturgical  Commission  was  given  a 
;  mandate  in  1967",  he  said,  "to 
prepare  a  revision  of  the  Prayer 
;  Book.  As  a  result,  they  have 
prepared  suggested  changes  in  the 
Communion  liturgy.  Morning  and 
Evening  Prayer,  the  Burial  Office, 
Visitation  of  the  Sick,  and  the 
controversial  Baptism-Confirmation 
rite,  together  with  the  revision  of 
the  Psalter,  which  is  not  yet  ready." 

Prayer  Book  revision  is  a 
continuous  process,  and  often  the 
practices  of  worshippers  has 
preceded  it.  Thus  the  General 
thanksgiving  was  once  said  by  the 
priest  alone,  until  by  general 
practice  it  was  said  by  all.  This 
change  was  recognized  by  a  rubric 
requiring  it.  The  same  practice 
seems  to  be  occuring  in  the  Prayer 
of  Humble  Access. 

Clergy  are  asked  to  notify  Mr. 
Gilchrist  of  their  intent  to  come, 
and  the  name  of  their  lay  person.

Ambassador  of 
Goodwill  Dies 

Edmond  Hoyt  Harding,  noted 
humorist,  speaker,  and  North  Caro- 
lina's Ambassador  of  Good  Will, 
died  suddenly  late  Saturday  after- 
noon, September  19,  in  Rome,  Ga. 

Funeral  services  were  held  Tues- 
day at  11:00  a.m.  in  St.  Peter's 
Episcopal  Church  with  the  Rt. 
Reverend  Thomas  H.  Wright, 
Bishop  of  the  East  Carolia  Diocese, 
and  the  Rt.  Reverend  M.  George 
Henry,  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of 
Western  North  Carolina,  and  the 
Reverend  Irwin  Hulbert,  Jr.,  offici- 
ating. Burial  was  in  Oakdale 
Cemetery. 

Mr.  Harding  was  born  in  Wash- 
ington, July  10,  1890,  son  of  the 
late  Rev.'  Nathaniel  and  Rena  Hoyt 
Harding.  He  lived  in  Washington  all 
of  his  life,  attended  the  Washington 
Graded  schools  and  Trinity  School 
in  Chocowinity. 

For  many  years  he  was  employed 
by  the  Washington  Horse  Exchange 
Co.,  and  Bragaw  Fertilizer  Co.  At 
the  time  of  his  death,  he  was  a  part- 
ner in  the  insurance  firm  of  William 
Bragaw  &  Co.  Active  in  the  social 
and  business  affairs  of  the  city,  he 
served  for  many  years  on  the  City 
School  board.  He  was  a  charter 
member  of  the  Washington  Rotary 
Club,  when  it  was  organized  in 
1920,  and  was  president  of  the  club 
in  1929,  and  served  as  District  Gov- 
ernor in  1936-37. 

When  Washington  was  without  a 
Chamber  of  Commerce,  he 
organized  the  Washington  Com- 
munity league,  which  sponsored  the 
Washington-on-Parade  each  Christ- 
mas time.  With  the  reorganization 
of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce,  he 
served  many  years  as  its  secretary, 
and  was  the  only  honorary  life 
member  of  that  organization.  In 
1924  he  became  sales  supervisor  of 
the  Washington  Tobacco  market, 
serving  in  that  capacity  until  1956. 
He  saw  the  market  grow  from  three 
million  to  1 5  million  pounds  during 
those  years. 

He  was  an  honorary  member  of 
the  Junior  Chamber  of  Commerce, 
and  for  over  40  years  was  organist 
at  St.  Peter's  Church. 
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I>r  MoUegen 
Speaks  on 
Church  Union 

"I  think  of  full  organic  union 
among  Protestants,  Roman 
Catholics  and  Anglicans  in  terms  of 
generations,  not  years,"  said  the 
Rev.  Dr.  Albert  T.  Mollegen  in  a 
clergy  conference  held  at  Christ 
Church,  New  Bern,  on  September 
22. 

Commenting  on  the  progress  of 
various  conferences  aiming  at 
Christian  union.  Dr.  Mollegen  noted 
that  many  obstacles  had  been  over- 
come. "What  would  have  been 
impossible  ten  years  ago  is  now 
happening,"  he  said.  "The  Roman 
Catholics  have  siezed  the  leadership 
of  the  whole  ecumenical  move- 
ment. The  Archdiocese  of  Louis- 
ville and  the  Episcopal  Diocese  of 
Kentucky  have  had  many  discus- 
sions, and  progress  is  continuing. 
Their  greatest  difficulty  seems  to  be 
that  they  do  not  understand  why 
Anglicans  do  not  discipUne  men 
like  Bishop  Pike  or  the  Bishop  of 
Birmingham,  rather  than  try  to  per- 
suade them.  But  I  suspect  that  as 
their  difficulties  in  this  respect 
increase  (and  they  already  are 
experiencing  these  difficulties,) 
they  will  more  readily  understand 
our  Anglican  methods  of  dealing 
witn  non-conformists." 

Turning  to  relations  with  the 
Consultation  on  Church  Union  he 
said  that  the  plan  of  union  which 
has  just  been  put  before  the 
churches  will  require  considerable 
study  both  of  clergy  and  lay 
people,  and  he  expects  radical 
revision  of  the  plan  as  it  is  given 
more  serious  consideration.

mVOVm  APPLE  COKES

The  question  keeps  coming  up  ... 
"What  should  I  give?"  We  surely 
can't  say  we  suffer  for  lack  of  a 
standard  on  which  to  base  our 
Church  giving.  We  have  giving 
standards  on  every  side.  We  have 
the  actual  giving  standard  which  we 
have  established  over  a  period  of 
many  years  by  our  own  giving 
habits.  This  is  the  average  amount 
we  give  to  the  Church,  per  com- 
municant, per  week.  Here  in  the 
Southern  United  States,  this  figure 
is  somewhere  around  $1.75  per 
week  and  this  is  the  standard  we 
have  set  by  our  own  giving  practice. 
Until  we  face  the  fact  that  this 
figure  is  extremely  low,  our  Church 
will  continue  to  struggle  along  bare- 
ly able  to  make  ends  meet.  The 
other  standard  of  giving  that  is  dis- 
cussed many  places  in  our  Church 
today  is  the  principal  of  pro- 
portionate giving.  This  is  that  we 
simply  ask  each  person  to  follow 
the  practice  of  giving  back  to  God 
in  keeping  with  what  has  been  given 
him.  The  suggested  standard  here  is 
the  10%  tithe. 

In  closing,  let  me  share  a  tithing 
story  I  once  heard.  I  hasten  to  add 
that  it  is  not  strictly  from  the 
"Book".  God  made  the  tree  of 
knowledge  available  to  Adam  and 
Eve  and  specifically  told  them  to 
pick  ten  apples.  He  instructed  them 
to  eat  nine  of  the  apples  and  then 
return  the  tenth  apple  to  God  in 
recognition  and  appreciation  for  all 
the  gifts  given  them  in  the  Garden 
of  Eden.  Adam  and  Eve  talked  this 
over  and  agreed  that  it  was  cer- 
tainly fair.  Even  more  than  that,  it 
was  indeed  liberal  that  just  one 
tenth  be  returned  to  God.  They 
agreed  without  question.  Over  a 
period  of  days  they  consumed  the 
nine  apples  and  at  last  they  were 
down  to  the  tenth  apple  that  had 
been  promised  to  God.  The  more 
they  looked  at  it  the  better  it 
looked.  The  more  they  thought 
about  it  the  sweeter  they  thought  it 


would  taste.  They  spent  days  trying 
to  figure  some  way  to  avoid  return- 
ing that  last  apple  to  God.  The  fact 
that  they  had  promised  Him  the 
tenth  apple  bothered  them  a  little, 
but  they  were  finally  able  to  work 
out  a  solution.  They  would  eat  all 
around  the  apple  and  return  the 
core  to  God.  As  far  as  I  have  been 
able  to  determine,  the  Church  has 
been  operating  on  left  over  apple 
cores  ever  since. 


COUNCIL  STUDIES 
CLERGY  SALARIES 

Bishop  Elebash  reported  to  the 
Executive  Council  on  a  study  made 
concerning  the  work  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Missions  which  showed 
that  the  minimum  salary  of 
$6,000.00  is  now  being  paid  to  ten 
mission  clergy  and  that  three  are 
receiving  more  than  the  minimum. 
Mr.  Jeffries  moved  that  all  Parishes 
be  encouraged  to  meet  this  mini- 
mum salary,  and  Mr.  Page  added  a 
clause  that  the  canons  be  studied  to 
see  if  they  could  be  used  to  help  in 
raising  salaries  of  Parish  clergy  to 
meet  this  minimum. 

In  other  actions,  the  Executive 
Council  moved: 

1 .  To  give  the  proceeds  of  the  sale 
of  a  lot  in  Oriental  to  St.  Anne's 
Church,  Roper. 

2.  To  sell  the  building  and  lot  of  St. 
Thomas'  Church,  Atkinson, 
which  has  been  closed  as  a  Mis- 
sion. As  the  former  members 
now  belong  to  St.  Mary's 
Church,  Burgaw,  it  was  suggested 
that  the  proceeds  of  such  sale  be 
given  to  St.  Mary's. 

3.  Ordered  the  preparation  of  a 
resolution  of  gratitude  for  the 
twenty-five  years  service  of  Bis- 
hop Wright  as  our  diocesan. 

4.  Ordered  an  Exploratory  Com- 
mittee to  study  a  plan  for  a 
sustained  program  for  capital 
funds  for  needs  in  the  Diocese

The  Department  of  Christian 
Social  Relations,  in  an  attempt  to 
assist  parishes  discover  how  they 
might  further  serve  their 
communities,  has  embarked  upon  a 
program  of  informing  parishes 
throughout  the  Diocese  of  East 
Carolina,  of  some  programs 
presently  being  carried  on  within 
the  Diocese. 

Members  of  Christ  Episcopal 
Church,  New  Bern,  were  asked  to 
assist  the  Neuse  Mental  Health 
Clinic  to  employ  a  youthful  Drug 
Abuse  and  Alcohol  Counsellor.  Dr. 
Ellis  Muther,  Director  of  the  Neuse 
Mental  Health  Clinic,  spoke  at  the 
Sunday  morning  Family  service. 
Christ  Church  pledged  to  raise  four 
thousand  dollars  to  contribute  to 
the  clinic  to  assist  the  anti-drug 
abuse  program. 

Dr.  Muther  pointed  out  that 
"the  traditional  method  of  treating 
drug  addiction  under  the  Federal 
Narcotics  Program  had  been  a 
failure  and  all  authorities  believe 
now  that  education  and  prevention 
must  be  the  main  emphasis".  A 
counselor  is  needed  to  go  into  all 
the  schools  to  educate  teachers  and 
students  and  to  make  contact  with 
those  who  may  have  problems 
which  lead  to  drug  and  alcohol  use. 
Matching  funds  to  employ  the 
counselor  on  a  dollar-dollar  basis 
was  obtainable  from  the  state,  and 
the  church  pledged  to  raise  the 
local  one-half. 

A  special  offering  was  received 
during  the  service  from  which 
$2100  in  cash  and  pledges  was 
received.  A  phone  campaign  was 
then  conducted,  contacting  every 
parishioner  requesting  their 
participation  in  the  program.  On 
July  1st  a  check  for  $4,175.20  was 
presented  to  Dr.  Muther  as  Christ 
Church's  share  in  hiring  the  young 
counselor.

GREENWICH,  Conn.  -  Acting 
in  response  to  a  mandate  from  its 
63rd  General  Convention  calling  for 
a  program  of  decentralization  and 
self-determination,  the  Episcopal 
Church's  Executive  Council  at  its 
December  8-10  meeting  approved 
initial  steps  in  reorganization  by 
reducing  its  staff  and  simplifying  its 
leadership  structure. 

A  shortfall  of  nearly  $2  million 
for  the  1971  budget  of  the  national 
church  gave  special  urgency  to  the 
steps  taken  by  the  Council  to 
economize  and  to  streamline  its 
operations. 

The  41-member  Council  ~ 
including  the  21  newly-elected  and 
9  re-elected  members  chosen  at  the 
recent  convention  at  Houston,  Tex. 
-took  the  following  actions: 


*  approved  a  proposal  to 
decrease  the  Council's  national  staff 
by  50  percent  effective  between 
January  1  and  June  30,  1971. 

*  gave  preliminary 
consideration  to  a  base  program 
budget  ("commitment"  budget)  for 
1971  of  $10.9  million. 

*  approved  plans  for  a  staff 
realignment  at  the  Episcopal 
Church  Center  in  New  York  City 
and  a  reorganization  of  its  own 
committee  structure. 

*  received  a  gift  of  $750,000 
from  the  Diocese  of  Rochester, 
earmarking  portions  of  it  for  world 
relief,  the  staff  reorganization  and 
the  work  of  newly-created 
Development  Office  authorized  at 
the  Houston  Convention.
